Now that the Senate has followed the House in voting 
or a canal with locks on the Isthmus of Panama the way 
- open for a more vigorous prosecution of the enterprise 
lan has marked its progress up to the present time. The 
adoption of a definite type of canal will enable the Govy- 
crument to introduce a comprehensive program of con- 
struction and carry it forward without the delays that 
were bound to arise so long as the design of the canal 
was left unsettled. Vresident Roosevelt's deep interest 
in the Panama project is clearly attested by the an- 
nouncement that he will visit the Isthmus in November 
next to study the conditions prevailing there and see for 
himself what has been done and what should be done 
io make the canal a reality. It is intimated that he is 
ot entirely satisfied with the manner in which construc- 
tion work has been conducted so far and that his visit 
of inspeetion will be followed by some important changes 
in the personnel of the management, In any event, it is 
sale to predict that his investigation will lead to an in- 
fusion of inereased energy into the enterprise and the 
adoption of a construction policy that will produce re- 
One thing which the Government will strive to 
avcid is a repetition of the reckless waste which charac- 
terized the operations of the old Panama Canal Company. 
Secretary Taft was amazed at the evidences of that waste 
which confronted him during his recent visit to the Isth- 
nus. “The most distressing thing I observed,” he says 
in a current newspaper interview, ‘“‘was the enormous 
iuaisses of machinery rusting and rotting to pieces, lying 
clear across the Isthmus from one side to the other. It 
sive me a weird feeling to gaze upon the ruins. There 
are odds and ends of railroad outfits, dredging machines 
and other parts of an enormous and costly excavating 
plant, Chief Engineer Stevens found on top of Culebra 
cul, Which had never been jin the water, a launch in pretty 
good condition. The French engineers apparently thought 
that the water was coming up to the top of the cut, and 
prepared for pleasant navigation, Mr. Stevens had the 
launch earried down and repaired, and now is using it at 
li Boea, The great difficulty is in getting rid of the 
stuf. I think it would be wise to sell it for serap and 
lave somebody remove it.’ 
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When Brigadier General Funston ordered the troops 
of his command on police duty in San Francisco, April 
IS, after the earthquake, one of his first acts was to issue 
in order closing all saloons in the city. The wisdom of 
that proceeding has never been questioned, but on the 
‘ontrary has been heartily commended by all the best ele- 
uionts of the local population. Recently the saloon-keep- 
‘rs have repeatedly sought permission to re-open their 
pluces, but without suecess. At last, however, Mayor 
Schinitz has authorized them to resume business on July 
ond his action has led Major General Greely, the divi- 
sion) Commander, to announce that all the Regular troops 
low on duty in the city will be withdrawn the same day. 
The law-abiding classes are deeply grieved at General 
{ively’s decision and are fearful that the withdrawal of 
the military will be followed by lawlessness and crime 
throughout the city. General Greely assumes, however, 
iid justly, that if conditions are such as to warrant the 
‘opening of the drinking places they do not require the 
further presence of the troops and that the municipal au- 
‘hovities consider themselves capable of policing the city. 
“eceral Greely’s position is fully approved by the Secre- 
lary of War and by the Chief of Staff, General Bell, and 
‘il! be indorsed by public sentiment. General Greely 
has all along insisted that the saloons should remain 
‘losed until normal conditions were restored, and in this 





le has been sustained by the reputable citizens of the 
‘umunity. Mayor Schmitz, however, finally yielded to 
‘le importunities of the saloon-keepers and the result is 
tha after next ‘Thursday, unless a new agreement is 
leached in the meantime, the municipal authorities will 
\i\e to do their own police work without the help of the 


Army. ‘The troops will have been withdrawn none too 
soon for their own good, ‘They are well-nigh exhausted 
and in urgent need of a return to their regular routine. 
The labor required of them in the last two months has 
been little if any less wearisome than would devolve upon 
them in time of actual war,

Labor organizations in various parts of the country are 
protesting vehemently against the action of the military 
authorities in engaging the London tailor, Mr. Winter, to 
come to the United States to prepare pattern garments 
for the uniforms of enlisted men of the Army, and there 
is some likelihood that the matter may become an issue 
in politics. The Central Labor Union of Philadelphia, 
for example, denounces the War Department for “import- 
ing a cheap foreign tailor,” though if the statement as to 
the price to be paid Mr. Winter is correct, he can hardly 
be said to be open to this objection. At all events the 
Philadelphians demand that the whole agreement be nul- 
lified. Viewing the matter in a calmer spirit, the Roch- 
ester Post Express says: “The average citizen will not 
be easily convinced that foreign advice in this matter is 
necessary. In the first place, the engagement of an Eng- 
lish tailor is an undeserved reflection on American sar- 
torial skill; and, in the second place, the present uniform 
looks pretty good to the average American, It may be 
true that the design of the present uniforms does not 
square with the latest styles of fashions, but this is really 
a matter of minor importance. The American uniform 
has never been celebrated for its stylish or natty appear- 
ance; but nevertheless it has done good service and is 
not stained with dishonor. The uniform of the American 
soldier is not artistic. It was never meant to be. But 
it is serviceable and that is the principal consideration. 
Our Army is not organized for show or for dress parade, 
and the blue and the hhaki are good enough for the men 
who follow the flag to-day, as homespun and butternut 
were good enough for the men who fought the battles of 
the Revolution.”

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The War Department, in response to the objections by 
the Merchant Tailors’ Society, of New York, about the 
employment of a London tailor to anglicize the American 
soldiers’ uniforms, has sent a letter to the president of 
the society, Harvey A. Patterson, in which it says: “Mr. 
Winter’s services were not engaged to construct new mod- 
els for uniform or to make the slightest change in them ; 
he is only to revise and modify the patterns by which the 
clothing is cut with the idea of improving the set of gar- 
ments and introducing into their general appearance a 
more distinctively military effect, and to make samples 
of the same from his patterns, but according to our es- 
tablished specification. These were to be, and it is under- 
stood, have been, made in London and shipped to the 
United States. Mr. Winter was to send the completed 
samples and patterns to this country and himself follow 
in order to personally make any explanations to the fore- 
man cutter at the Philadelphia depot, necessary to a com- 
plete understanding of the patterns and an intelligent ap- 
plication of them to the uses for which designed. This 
explanation and instruction of the use of the articles 
made in London and shipped here is the only service Mr. 
Winter is to perform in this country in this connection. 
It may be further added that the samples and patterns 
are entirely for uniforms for enlisted men, which are en- 
tirely manufactured under contract and in which it is not 
seen how merchant tailors can have any interest. I have 
written you thus at length in order that the situation 
may be fully understood and to remove from your mind a 
misapprehension produced by the article in question.” Mr. 
Winter reached New York June 26 on the steamer Kron- 
prinz Wilhelm. Asked if his patterns would make the 
inen of the Army iook more natty, Mr. Winter replied: 
“Surely. The privates will look like officers and the ofli- 
cers will look like—well, like generals. I haven’t seen 
much of your enlisted men, but I understand they are 
all well built chaps.’ Mr. Winter thought the khaki uni- 
form was the most important and serviceable dress for 
field service.

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Major Robert L. Bullard, 28th U.S. Inf., is of the 
opinion that if artillery are to have a large place in the 
operations of future war, “they must dare shorter ranges 
and smaller targets.”’ T’o be stationed somewhere in the 
next county, he remarks, may put them at the range of 
the gun, but it will also put them out of the fight. ‘As 
an arm,” says Major Buliard in the Journal of the In- 
fantry Association, “the artillery at our last maneuvers 
showed at first some little tendency to want to ‘flock’ by 
itself, continuing an old time artillery record of keeping 
out of the Army. Of this our defeated friends, the Rus- 
sians, in recent publications—too late—regretfully com- 
plain. To hunt up, establish and perpetuate every dif- 
ference and distinction from other arms has apparently 
been a weakness with artillery always in times of peace. 
Then they like to think of themselves as a special corps, 
bluffing the other arms somewhat with their technicality. 
One cannot, however, argue with them upon this latter 
point when he sees them, as we in our small maneuvers 
saw them, do such things as this: A captured battery 
for half an hour, in fact until retaken, first by the loss of 
some little part and then by the turn of a screw which 
sent and against all their captors’ efforts kept the muz- 
zles in the sky, completely prevented their infantry 
captors from turning the pieces against comrades coming 
to their rescue. We need not argue more if we note that 
when war comes the Artillery has the quick wit to see it 





their cue to quit at once their peace time perch of some- 
what pretentious technicality and join the Army. Such 
were some of the lessons, as I saw them, of our small ma- 
ncuvers. Their greatest was this: They need no aid, no 
authority, no funds, no Congressional appropriations; a 
few officers, a few mea, a little goodwill.”

A correspondent writes saying: ‘In answering a cor- 
respondent you said that the bill granting $6.25 per 
month to enlisted men on the retired list, in lieu of fuel 
and quarters had not passed yet, and that its passage 
was doubtful, or words to that effect. I think your re- 
ply was true in part, as that has not passed the House 
yet, but S. 3638 passed the Senate April 13, 1906, and 
this gives sailors and marines all the benefits of the Army 
Retirement bill, and it gives all of them, enlisted men of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, $6.25 per month in 
lieu of fuel and quarters. Now, my dear Editor, this bill 
which did pass the Senate April 138, 1906, is now no 
doubt in the hands of the House Military Committee, 
and let me ask you to give a good, strong editorial in 
your paper advocating the early passage of this bill as 
an act of justice. I hold that quarters and fuel were 
just as much of an allowance to me when I was on duty 
as a noncommissioned staff officer as was my monthly 
pay, and the Court of Claims thought so too, but why 
say any more? You know its history, but the passage of 
S. 3638 by the House would settle the whole matter.” 
The undoubted justice of this measure is so clearly 
indicated by what our correspondent says that we need 
only add an expression of our hope that the House will 
act promptly on this bill at the next session if it is not 
reached before adjournment. The bill was referred to the 
House Committee on Military Affairs, reported back fa- 
vorably by the Committee without amendment on June 
4, and referred to the Committee of the Whole House on 
the state of the Union. 
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Major Francis J. Kernan, Gen.. Staff U.S.A., whose 
article on “Field Training for the Army” in the Jour- 
nal of the Military Service Institution has already been 
noticed in these columns, holds that for permanent occu- 
pation no garison of less than a battalion or squadron 
should be maintained. What is needed, in his opinion, 
is a system of garrisons consisting of three general types, 
battalion posts, regimenta] posts and brigade posts or sta- 
tions garrisoned by several arms and equal to a brigade. 
HIe points out that mixed commands equivalent to a 
brigade and straight brigade garrisons will give oppor- 
tunity for our brigadier-generals to command troops in 
peace time—to become acquainted with the three arms 
while compelling the elements of the mobile forces to 
know and to understand each other. A few only of this 
type are needed, and the tendency of growth in that di- 
rection is so marked already that with a policy distinctly 
and continuously working toward that end there would 
be no difficulty, within a few years, in obtaining the -nec- 
essary number with ground sufficient for the garrison 
training. “If we had e graduated system of posts,’ says 
Major Kernan, “coupled with a progressive scheme of 
garrison and field training, the soldier who spent an en- 
listment in the United States Army would know his 
trade, Ile would not have the scholastic finish to qualify 
him for the duties of the pedagogue, but he would have in 
him the elements of good citizenship and a potential 
usefulness to his country well worth the time and money 
spent on him in his soldier days.”

During the recent House debate on the amendment to 
the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill excluding from a 
share in the appropriation any National Soldiers’ Home 
at which beer is sold to inmates, many interesting 
speeches were made in defense of the canteen feature at 
such homes and at Army post exchanges. One of these 
speeches was delivered by Representative Brownlow of 
Tennessee, a member of the board of trustees of the Na- 
tional Soldiers’ Homes, who said in part: ‘There is not 
and has not been in the United States any man more 
fanatical on the subject of the use of intoxicating drinks 
than myself. I never tasted a drop of whiskey, wine or 
beer; I never smoked a cigar, and I never took a chew 
of tobacco. And I went into the management of the 
Mountain Branch Home (Tennessee) as much prejudieed 
against the sale of intoxicating drinks in any shape, form 
or fashion as any man in this country. But after care- 
ful investigation, after visiting all of the national homes, 
and after going in there and making a diligent search 
for all of these things that you complain of, I came to 
the conclusion that the canteen in the home was an abso- 
lute protection to those who were addicted to the use of 
intoxicating liquors.”

Tn an article on “Canadians in the United States,” the 
Munsey Magazine for July says: “In war as well as in 
peace the Canadins have stood by us, though to a less de- 
gree. They are too humane and too level-headed to be 
come military enthusiasts; but when the Union was in 
danger, forty thousand of them left their homes to wear 
the blue. Our two most distinguished Canadian-born 
soldiers are Brig. Gen. Michael R. Morgan, of St. Paul, 
who was on Grant’s staff in Virginia, and Col. James G. 
C. Lee, now in Texas, who also did good service with the 
Army of the Potomac, and who was chief quartermaster 
of the Department of the Lakes when he retired six years 
ago.” <A portrait of General Morgan is one of the illus- 
trations of the articles. It is not “Colonel” Lee now, 
but Brigadier General Lee, his promotion dating from 
April 23, 1904. 
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Major George B. Duncan, Philippine Scouts, captain 
4th U.S. Inf., was among the principal speakers at the 
Alumni dinner given at the Kentucky University, Lex- 
ington, June 15, following the commencement exercises. 
Major Duncan, who is a graduate of the University, in 
the course of his remarks said: “There never was a war 
in which was exercised so much consideration and len- 
iency and kindness to adversaries as marked the conduct 
of American soldiers in the Philippines, and it was this 
kind treatment in war, that permitted its being kept up 
so long. If there had been instituted the severity that 
attended the march to the sea in our own fratracidal 
strife, the Philippine insurrection would have passed into 
history in a few short months. Our humanity was to 
the Malay mind a sign of weakness and in consequence 
an encouragement. But this. policy of gentle considera- 
tion, even in war, is to-day bearing results all over the 
archipelago; is growing among the people. This was 
strongly illustrated during the recent talk of war with 
China, when Philippine sentiment took advanced ground 
in their desire to volunteer for this service. I believe 
that there is a good future for the Filipino, for aside 
from his cruelty and duplicity, which are hereditary and 
accentuated by environment, he is quite gentle in man- 
ner, and devoted to his family, hospitable to a degree that 
would surprise even a Blue Grass Kentuckian—he will 
spend his last dollar to give his guest a suitable meal 
and even present him with his house if temporarily 
needed. His best qualities will be multiplied by educa- 
tion and his vices reduced to a minimum. Manila is 
being developed into one of the handsomest cities of the 
world. Within its limits is the most complete biological 
institute in existence for the study of tropical diseases 
of man and beast; the most perfect weather bureau and 
astronomical observatory, miles upon miles of superb 
macadam roads and wooden block streets, a great sea 
wall, giving a protected harbor in any typhoon, and the 
city being extended and beautified under the approved 
plans of the great architect Burnham. 

Telegraphic reports to the New York Herald show that 
in the maneuvers of the British fleet, the first stage of 
which ended Saturday night, the defense had the advan- 
tage. The attacking vessels were detected by search- 
lights of the fortresses and were subjected to heavy gun 
fire from the defenses ashore and afloat, so that the at- 
tack was adjudged to have failed in every case. The test 
of the readiness of the army and navy for war is reported 
to have been very satisfactory. Within an hour after the 
receipt at the different ports of the order to mobilize the 
men were turned out of the naval depots and marine bar- 
racks. News of war was received by the Admiralty just 
after midnight and by the following night all the ships 
had been mobilized, the attack following immediately. As 
a matter of fact it was the Red commander-in-chief, Lord 
Charles Beresford, who, cruising off Malta, discovered 
a flotilla of Blue torpedoboats between his fleet and his 
base, He promptly put them out of action, and thereby 
struck the first blow in the war. In addition to the ar- 
rangements for mobilizing the ships in reserve and pre- 
paring for the defense of the port preparations were 
made in dockyards, victualling yards, arsenals and hos- 
pitals for dealing with the inevitable results of a great 
naval engagement. Vessels came in for repairs, men 
tagged with labels describing imaginary wounds reported 
at’ the hospitals; captured vessels came into port and 
after changing their crews started out to fight on the 
other side, and the vessels whose crews had been depleted 





by casualties were again brought up to the full strength 
of their complement by fresh drafts of men from the de- 
pots. Victualling yards were tested by sudden orders to 
provide provisions for the crew of a battleship for thirty 
days, and the ordnance departments were required to sup- 
ply complete ammunition for first-class warships. In the 
final, which closes with this week, the merchant marine 
will play an important part.

During the absence of Mr. Sulzer from the House, 
June 19, the “Army and Navy Union” sprung a march 
on their rivals of the “Regular Army and Navy Union” 
by securing the passage by the House of an amendment to 
the Act of May 11, 1894, authorizing the wearing of the 
badge of the “Regular Army and Navy Union” by strik- 
ing out the word “Regular,” so as to transfer this right 
to the “Army and Navy Union.” There were signs that 
the union which was not the regular was making an ef- 
fort to get this privilege, and the General Staff of the 
Army took up the question and decided in favor of the 
regular union, and the Jaw remained in favor of the regu- 
lars. It would appear that the House imagined that they 
were simply making an amendment to an unimportant 
statute for the purpose of correcting an error in a name. 
Mr. Sulzer, who knew all the history of the interesting 
and hot fight between the two organizations, was away ; 
else it is certain there would have been an effectual block 
to the resolution. The attempt to drive the Regular 
Army and Navy Union out of the field will probably be 
stopped in the Senate. The order is made up of officers 
and soldiers and sailors who served as Regulars.

For the first time in many years, if not absolutely the 
first time, Jackson Barracks, New Orleans, was officially 
visited not long ago by the Chief Executive of Louisi- 
ana. Lieut. Col. Charles D. Parkhurst, U.S.A., com- 
manding the artillery district, invited Governor Blan- 
chard to inspect the post and the latter did so, accom- 
panied by several members of his staff. The New Or- 
leans Picayune says of the event: “Governor Blanchard, 





properly appreciating the pretty sentiments which prompt- 
ed the invitation, accepted it in person and went over the 
entire military station, finding occasion on every side to 
compliment the commander and his staff of officers upon 
the magnificent appearance of the barracks, the modern 
improvements being added and the fine discipline and mil- 
itary training of the rank and file. The occasion was 
unquestionably a pleasurable and memorable one at Jack- 
son Barracks, reflecting as it did the harmony and friend- 
ly feeling existing between the State and National gov- 
ernments. In many of the Northern States visits to Gov- 
ernment posts by governors are not infrequent, but in 
the South they are the exception, not because there is 
no ‘entente cordiale’ between the two governments, but 
probably by reason of the fact that the practice has never 
been in vogue in this part of the country, and command- 
ers of military stations have never made any efforts to 
inaugurate it. Colonel Parkhurst took the initiative in 
this direction, and Governor Blanchard has set an exam- 
ple which his successors will undoubtedly follow.”

Major Joseph A, Gaston, Ist U.S. Cav., who is in com- 
mand of one of the military camps for refugees in San 
Francisco, awards high praise to the enlisted men of the 
Army for their services in relief work in the ruined city. 
“While the officers of the Army,” he says in an interview 
published in the New York Evening Post, “‘do not expect 
to get much credit for what they have done, the work be- 
ing merely in the line of duty, great praise should be ac- 
corded the private soldier for the showing he has made. 
As educated and trained men the officers are expected to 
fulfil their duties in enforcing and maintaining sanita- 
tion, but the regular private is usually lost sight of when 
he plays his humble part. With us he has been an able 
health inspector, and if there were a few more health in- 
spectors like him in San Francisco there would not be the 
danger there is now in the scattered camps. Had not 
San Francisco had a large army post on its borders it is 
terrible to think what might have happened in the de- 
moralization following the flight to the open places of 
shelter. Certainly an epidemic of a frightful sort would 
have developed, without any manner of organization to 
provide a check for it.”

Noting the Quartermaster General’s recent recommen- 
dation that no further khaki uniform be issued to the 
Army except to troops serving at over-sea stations, the 
Charleston News and Courier humorously remarks: “But 
why not adopt the copperas clothing which was at one 
time so popular in the South, and gave such fine service? 
In looks the copperas-dyed cloth would suffer nothing by 
comparison with the khaki. Indeed, the better copperas- 
dyed clothing was rather more attractive than the ordi- 
nary khaki worn by the soldiers in our Army. The South- 
ern mills, we have no doubt, will be willing to undertake 
the contract of filling all the orders of the Government 
for copperas clothes, and an army dressed in the copperas 
uniform would be invincible against any enemy that 
might confront it.

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At the courtmartial which is soon to assemble at Cron- 





stadt, according to the Qdessa correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily Graphic, will be tried Admiral Rojestvensky, 
Capt. Clapier de Colongue, colonel of the Fleet Corps 
Vilipovski; Commanders Baranoff and Semenzeff, Lieu- 
tenants Leontieff, Krizanovski, and Vetcheslaf, and the 
widshipmen, Demtchinski, Zvet-KNolyadinski, and O’Brien 
de Lacy. Clapier de Colongue and Filipovski, members 
of Rojestvensky’s staff, are charged with having resolved, 
previously to the battle, to surrender the destroyer Vye- 
dovy to the enemy without resistance, and with having 
persuaded their subordinates to do the same, Baranoff, 
Vetcheslaf, Leontieff and O’Brien de Lacy, in the first 
degree, and the rest of the staff in the second degree, are 
accused of cowardly assenting to the proposal of their su- 
perior officers. Admiral Rojestvensky, although severely 
wounded at the time of his rescue by the Vyedovy, is held 
responsible for consenting to the surrender of the destroy- 
er to the Japanese torpeccboat without firing a shot in its 
defense.

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Lieut. Sam Van Leer, 15th U.S. Cav., one of the offi- 
cers of the troop of that regiment which took part in this 
year’s military tournament in Madison Square Garden, 
New York, contributes a finely illustrated article to Les- 
lie’s Weekly, describing how “Uncle Sam’s Rough Riders 
are Turned Out.” Lieutenant Van Leer explains that 
the training of a cavalryman, from the time of his enlist- 
ment to the day when he is turned out a finished horse- 
man, is a task requiring much work and patience, and 
ihat unless the recruit is unusually bright and active it 
will take not less than two years to complete his educa- 
tion. After describing the various stages of the training, 
Lieutenant Van Leer adds: “The only methods I use 
are those prescribed in the Cavalry drill regulations, and 
if they are strictly adhered to the horse will respond to 
the teaching and be a credit to his teacher.”

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The increased rapidity of fire of modern ordnance in- 
volves a question of carrying ammunition to the guns 
which has not yet been satisfactorily solved. The ma- 
chinery now used in this work is complicated and cum- 








bersome. What is needed is some appliance, preferably 
operated by electricity, that will insure speedier deliver- 
ies. Speaking on this subject, Major George W. Goethals, 
C.E., U.S.A., in a paper which he read at a recent meet- 
ing of the American Institute of Electrical Engineers, 
said: “It may not be long before even the transfer of 
ammunition will be made to the gun direct and the gun 
loaded and laid by the same means. There will then re. 
main only the proper control in the battery commander's 
station to have all the work done without the aid of the 
enlisted man; the latter. being needed only in case of a 
breakdown to any part of the system. In short, all that 
we will have to do will be to press the button. the elec- 
trical engineers and manufacturers having attended to al! 
the rest.” ; 


In the Buckeye, the bright little monthly published on 
the U.S.S. Ohio, flagship of the Asiatic Fleet, is an in- 
teresting description of the trophies of war taken to 'T'o- 
kio by the Japanese troops from the Russians, from 
which we quote the following: - “In Hibiya Park, whicti 
is situated near the Imperial Palace, are stowed all the 
munitions of war captured from the Russians—from tl: 
heavy artillery to the light rifle and saber. There are 
hundreds of thousands of rifles, and millions of rounds of 
ammunition, field pieces and garrison artillery, machine 
guns, wagons and carts, sabers and lances, shells of al! 
descriptions, and every article of war used in the great 
struggle. Hundreds of thousands of sabers are stuck in 
the ground, rifles are stacked for miles surrounded by 
light and heavy artillery, and their immensity of numbers 
stands as proof of the task of the brave men living and 
dead who struggled and won.” The Badger, published 
aboard the U.S.S. Wisconsin, not to be outdone by its 
rival aboard the Ohio, in an edition published at Yoko- 
hama prints a photograph of a part of the great accumu- 
lation of captured Russian arms at Hibiya Park.

In the Portland Oregonian of June 17 appears an ar- 
ticle by Brig. Gen. J. P. Farley, U.S.A., describing “The 
Biggest Gun in the World” the 16-inch gun now mount- 
ed at Sandy Hook, N.J., which was built by General Far- 
ley after the design of the Ordnance Bureau, while he was 
in comand at the Watervliet Arsenal. General Farley is 
quoted as saying: “It is perfectly clear that the day of 
large calibers has arrived. The old notion that muzzle 
energy should be presented as an indication of the effi- 
ciency of the gun will have to be abandoned, the real 
measure of efficiency being the gun’s ability to maintain 
sustained velocities at long ranges. In that respect the 
argument is manifestly in support of larger calibers and 
neither the 12-inch nor the 14-inch can be safely accepted 
as the maximum type. The Krupps, indeed, have already 
undertaken the construction of a 16-inch gun, and its 
completion will be awaited with eager interest,”

In view of the numerous questions which have come 
into controversy between the United States and Turkey 
in the last few years the elevation of our diplomatic rep- 
resentative in Constantinople to the rank of ambassador 
is highly commendable. Under diplomatic usage a min- 
ister gains audience with the Sultan only when the latter 
feels like it, which, in the case of our present representa- 
tive in Constantinople, has been seldom, but an ambassa- 
dor may demand an interview and the demand cannot be 
refused except by violating official precedent and eti- 
quette. Because of the limited privileges of a minister 
there have been frequent delays in the transaction of im- 
portant negotiations between the United States and Tur- 
key, but by raising their legations to embassies the two 
governments will place themselves in much closer com- 
munication, which cannot fail to advance their mutual 
interests.

General Rennenkampf, a press despatch states, in a 
speech at a recent banquet in honor of his appointment to 
the command of the Third Siberian Corps, with head- 
quarters at Irkutsk, said he was proud the Czar had 
given him an opporiunity to fight in the foremost rank 
in the war which was imminent in the Far East in the 
near future, when he was confident that Russia would 
obtain splendid revenge on Japan. 
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In an article on French Dreadnoughts the Engineer 
says: “In France the debate between the ‘new’ and 
‘old’ schools has now reached an acute phase. The fol- 
lowers of Admiral Aube’s doctrine still maintain that the 
fatal blow to English mastodons must be brought ‘below 
the water-line belt ;’ la torpille est V’arme francaise par 
excellence, says Mr. Fontin, in his preface to M. Noal- 
hat’s new book on mines and torpedoes. Lieutenant 
Suarez, in ‘La guerre avec ]’Angleterre,’ and other 
writers of the new maritime league attack the naval 
policy followed until now—the English—and advocate a 
purely French policy. France is to do away with ar- 
mored vessels; line-of-battle ships and big cruisers only 
are responsible for the great disproportion of British and 
French forces. If the resources of the nation are con- 
centrated in the building of corsairs and the preparation 
of flotilla warfare, it will be possible in a few years to 
create a number of commerce destroyers, submersibles 
and blockading ships able to convert ‘Portsmouth, 
Gibraltar and Malta into mousetraps for the English 
fleet.’ Thus as a result of the Dreadnought panic, the 
English, German, American and Japanese Dreadnoughts 
will have to count with a new rival—the French battle- 
ship-eruiser. It is asserted that, in many respects, the 
armament cf the new French ships will be superior to 
that of the English Dreadnought. The 12-in. guns, 
Mark XI, of this ship will have, as is known, an effective 
range of 10,000 yards or more, so that the superiority 
of the French armament can only lie in the number of 
guns and velocity of fire. The new projected naval gun 
for the French navy would have the following character- 
istics: Caliber, 274 mm. (10.8 in.) ; length, 45 calibers ; 
weight of projectile, 740 lb.; initial velocity, 2,800 foot- 
seconds; the length of the projectile to be greater than 
that of the 12-in. guns —length, 40 calibers—now exist- 
ing. The number of rounds for each gun from 60— 
Minister’s program—is raised to 100, The Quinet, 
and her sister ship Waldeck Rousseau, according to the 
original design, were to have been armed with four 7.6-in. 
guns and sixteen 6.4 guns, but owing to the efforts of M. 
os it has recently been decided that the armament shall 
consist only of 7.6-in. guns. This is the first step to the 
realization of the ideal to which, according to M. Lock- 
roy, the French navy must aim. One type of ship, one 
type of gun, one type of shot. The next step, with all 
probability, will be the battleship-cruiser of 18,000 tons.”

Capt. T. Bentley Mott, Art. Corps, U.S.A., whose 
series of articles on “Swiss Military Organization” in the 
Journal of the Military Service Institution has proved so 
instructive, points out in his current paper one marked 
advantage of the Swiss system over that of the United 
States. The economy of the Swiss system is indicated by 
the fact that the pay of a major general in active service 
is only $180 per month, the pay of other grades being pro- 
portionately small, ranging from $150 for brigadier gen- 
eral to $60 for captain, $42 for second lieutenant, down 
to $3 for enlisted men. During his peace training the 
government insures every soldier against accident, con- 
ducting its own insurance office for that purpose. More- 
over, Switzerland taxes the present to pay for her future 
wars, and for half a century has been accumulating a 
fund—which now amounts to nearly $4,000,000—to meet 
the pension claims arising from her next conflict. Every 
Swiss citizen, at home or abroad, between the ages of 
twenty and forty-four who is not enrolled in the active 
or reserve armies js required to pay a military tax, as are 
all who for any reason whatever are excused from mili- 
tary service, this tax in some cases amounting to $600. 
The maintenance of each Swiss soldier of the first line 
averages $35 per year, or about one-twenty-eighth of 
what it costs to maintain the enlisted man of the United 
States Army. “To compare the availability of the two 
forces for war,” says Captain Mott, “is not so easy as to 
compare the cost, though our force of Regulars and or- 
ganized militia taken together has about the strength df 
the Swiss active or élite army. Switzerland can mobil- 
ize an army corps in three days, ready in every particu- 
lar of organization, equipment, munitions and transport, 
to march against the enemy; she can mobilize four such 
corps at one and the same time. Just how many days it 
would require to concentrate in one place 30,000 of our 
tegulars with all their baggage and transport, or how 
long to assemble four such commands of Regulars and 
militia, it is difficult to say, but probably it would be 
nearer three weeks than three days. Comparisons may 
be odious, but when to maintain 1,000 men costs twenty- 
eight times as much in one country as in another, the 
relative readiness for war of the two forces is worth ex- 
amining.”

The name 
“Booklovers” has been gradually allowed to vanish and 
that of Appleton’s to increase. With the July number 
the magazine appears definitely as Appleton’s, with 128 
pages of reading matter and pictures for fifteen cents, a 
reduction from the former price, which was twenty-five 
cents.

NAVAL WARFARE OF THE FUTURE. 


Rear Admiral Sir Charles Campbell, of the British 
navy, read a paper at a recent meeting of the Royal 
United Service Institution, in which he indulged in some 
interesting speculations on the naval operations of the 
future. He pointed out that under-water navigation 
had come to stay; aerial navigation was well above the 
horizon, and had become one of the possible weapons of 
future naval warfare. The time had come to substitute 
telescopic masts with wireless platforms for communica- 
tion, with tops or yards, and so do away entirely with 
exposed above-deck gun fire. These masts would be 
telescoped below the armor while within range, their 
wireless senders, receivers and platforms coming down 
and being stowed away beside them in comparative 
safety. This decrease or abolition of “above-deck target” 
would bring fire contro] down to the highest level of the 
deck structure, and the weight saved can be utilized by 
constructing a fire control armored tower in touch with 
all the guns, 

It was courting disaster to risk the demolition of fire 
control early in the action. Some system must be per- 
fected that would give it the best chance of remaining 
effective until the adversary’s guns were silenced. The 
idea of an Wiffel Tower structure for fire control and 
spotting was equally bad on account of exposure, and 
the same might be said of utilizing the boat’s cranes. 
The lecturer favored the adoption of independent squad- 
ron plotters ahead and astern of the adversary, one for 
each fleet ship, keeping her parent informed by pre-ar- 
ranged simple ball and cone signal. In addition each 
ship should carry two captive balloons to observe the 
direction, and so far as possible spot the elevation. Free 
airships, when perfected and capable of accurate navi- 
gation, would be most useful in spotting, but by that 
time if the ‘conquest of the air’ advanced at the present 
rate the watership would have assumed the role of the 
sparrow and the airship that of the hawk. 

He hoped and believed that it would be possible be- 
fore long to do away with funnels. At present the two 
most probable solutions of the problem of dispensing 
with the funnels seemed to lie between a system of utiliz- 
ing the wasted energies of coal to obtain power, and a 
system of propulsion without fires, substituting in the 
latter case explosive force, as already used in motor 
cars and boats under the name of internal combustion. 
The effort would be on the same principle as the push of 
the oar or paddle-wheel or thrust of the screw, namely, 
to push water against water, only the action would be 
direct. Surely there were chemical possibilities by which 
they might attain as great if not greater speed by forc- 
ing water against water. The funnels were quite as 
sinful to-day as the sails were twenty years ago, and 
their removal was vitally important. 

The absence of boilers, funnels and coal would greatly 
assist the much-needed reduction of complement in a 
fleetship, both in officers and men. He predicted that 
“internal combustion engines,” oil, gas, or chemical, 
would grow in size and number, and would eventually 
become the motive power for the purposes of commerce 
and war, and that in the long run air fleets would be a 
serious menace to water fleets, and might eventually re- 
place them. Mr. Edison threatened them with a system 
of contro] of the wasted energies of coal, which he esti- 
mated would take a liner across the Atlantic in three 
days on a tenth of the present expenditure. As the 
funnels existed for the sole purpose of drawing the 
wasted energies and discharging them into the air, it 
followed that if no energy were wasted no funnels would 
be required. Mr. Edison also supported the practica- 
bility of using the aerial microbe for the wholesale de- 
struction of the mammoth fleetships, and proposed to 
drop dynamite shell anywhere within a mile or two of 
and so pulverize the hostile vessel. Surely the “conquest 
of the air” was a serious menace to sea power, and ere 
long we might be discussing the tactics of an air battle. 
In the discussion which followed the lecture Admiral 
Sir Robert Harris, R.N., while agreeing that the balloon 
would be a valuable thing for spotting, asked where it 
would be if the fleet was speeding twenty miles an hour. 
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MEMORIAL TO C. W. FLUSSER, U.S.N. 


On the occasion of the unveiling of the tablets in the 
naval chapel at Mare Island, June 2, of which we pub- 
lished a report in our issue of June 16, page 1165, the 
Rev. R. L. Macfarlane, with impressiveness, read an ad- 
dress composed by Charles W. Stewart, of Washington, 
D.C., in connection with the unveiling of a tablet to the 
- Charles Williamson Flusser, part of which we give 

elLOW : 

Charles Williamson Flusser was one of the most gal- 
lant spirits of the Civil War. As a lieutenant and lieu- 
tenant commander in the Navy of the United States, he 
rendered almost continuous conspicuously gallant service 
from April, 1861, to the moment of his death in the his- 
toric midnight battle of two Union gunboats against the 
Confederate ironclad ram Albemarle, on April 19, 1864. 

Flusser graduated in 1853; served on home and foreign 
stations and with the Coast Survey. All reports of him 
are commendatory. Returning to the United States in 
the brig Dolphin from the Paraguayan Expedition in 
December, 1860, he found his beloved country seething 
with secession. He was a Southerner. Most of his 
Southern friends were going south. A life-long friend 
suggested to him that he should join the Confederate 
navy and he replied in characteristic note. 

He rendered distinguished service in the battles of 
Roanoke Island, Elizabeth City, New Berne, Winton 
and Plymouth, leading the attacks. He performed many 
duties of strategic and tactical.importance. With Ply- 
mouth as a base of supplies, he commanded a small 
squadron and conducted many operations against the 
Confederate forces on Albemarle Sound and its tribu- 
taries. The Army always had his thorough co-operation, 
and called him “Lionhearted Flusser.” It is a remark- 
able fact that every department commander within those 
limits he served asked that he be detailed to the Army. 
Flusser’s theater of operations was always in hostile 
country. The blockade was strictly maintained. He 
regularly received Southern newspapers and collected 
much information of importance, advising his Govern- 
ment of contemplated movements of the enemy. He 
stood high in favor of Secretary Welles, Assistant Secre- 
tary Fox and Rear Admiral Lee, commanding the North 
Atlantic blockading squadron, and was once called to 
Washington to consult with the military authorities re- 
garding plans for the war. The Government received 
from him ample warning regarding the Confederate iron- 
clad ram Albemarle, building at Halifax on the Roa- 
noke river; and the Government provided two ferryboats 
and two small steamers to protect the isolated Army 
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post at Plymouth against Confederate attack by land 
and water. 

Flusser’s plan of fighting the Albemarle was to lash 
the two ferryboats together with chain cables, and to 
receive the ram between them, when, by steaming hard 
ahead, they would force her stern into the bank and ren- 
der the ram helpless. The necessity of being ready to 
aid the Army caused Flusser to use rope lashings in- 
stead of chain. He protected the Army against fierce 
assaults for two days, and waited for the ram, his men 
fighting shore forces by day and standing battlewatch 
at night.. In the middle watch of April 19, 1864, the 
ram dropped down the river, and Flusser received her 
between his wooden boats. The ram’s prow sunk deep 
into the side of one vessel, and she began to fill. The 
smouldering fire of the gunboats drove the men from the 
ram’s deck. The ironclad was slowly sinking from the 
weight of the filling gunboat pressing down upon her 
bow. The water was pouring into the ram’s forward 
port, and the wooden gunboats with a full head of steam, 
were forcing the helpless ironclad toward the bank. In 
this position Flusser fired a 9-inch shell across the ram’s 
shield. Its explosion killed him where he stood, clutch- 
ing the lanyard of his gun. The rope lashings stranded 
and parted, the gunboats swung apart and released the 
ram from her perilous position. ‘The rammed vessel 
sunk, and Flusser’s vessel fled from the ironclad, which 
had remanned her guns and remained in possession of 
the field, the victor by reason of the parted lashings, yet 
still the victor by every rule of warfare. Plymouth, lack- 
ing the aid of gunboats, surrendered to the Confederates. 

This good man and true has left us what he always 
wished to leave as his record—a good example of faith 
well kept; of duty well done. He said that no man could 
do more than to furnish in his own person a good ex- 
ample of honor, virtue and patriotism. He hoped that 
he would be considered a “giver” rather than a ‘‘getter.” 
He made no assertion regarding his creed or practice, 
yet it is certain that the love and truth and honor that 
lay in him came only to those who walk hand in hand 
with the Man of Galilee.

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YANKEE HERO OF THE BOER WAR. 


The hero of the siege of Kimberley during the war in 
South Africa was, according to T. J. Gordon Gardiner, 
who tells the story of the siege in the Century for June, 
George F. Labram, of Detroit, Mich. Mr. Labram, who 
at the time was chief engineer of the De Beers Consoli- 
dated Mines, had the Yankee ingenuity and adaptability 
in an extraordinary degree. When Colonel Kekwich 
with his little force of 4,500 men, two-thirds of them 
local militia and armed citizens, found it impossible to 
keep watch of the enemy over the open, rolling veldt 
stretching out in all directions toward the horizon, Lab- 
ram transformed one of the great shaft-heads near the 
center of the town into a signal tower and ran telephones 
from it to each of the outlying defenses, so that Colonel 
Kekwich, posted in his improvised conning-tower, had 
complete control of all of his troops and occasionally the 
Yankee engineer would receive him on the watch. To 
make it possible to observe the enemy at night Mr. 
Labram built wooden scaffoldings at each of the four 
forts forming the corners of the town and mounted _up- 
on them cauldron-like objects he had converted into 
powerful search-lights; when the Boers cut off the water 
supply of the town he connected the water works with 
an inexhaustible supply of good water which he found 
in the Wesselton mine; when the cattle were in danger 
of starving he improvised a storage plant and converted 
them into beef to replenish the fast diminishing stores 
of the besieged. 

All this was done, it should be remembered, without any 
special outfit of tools and by a man who was absolutely 
ignorant of everything concerning the manufacture of 
ordnance and with assistants who knew no more about it 
than he did. Two old hand-books on gunnery, the “En- 
eyclopedia Britannica,” and an old file of “Engineering” 
were the only ‘‘authorities” on the subject to Dipew hat 





in Kimberley, though Mr. Labram profited somewhat 
by the advice of Major O’Meara, a scientific officer of 
the Royal Engineers. With such simple appliance as 
he had at hand and such untrained assistance as he 
could get he built a gun having a range of full 8,000 yards. 
An excellent shell was manufactured with the crudest ap- 
pliances. When the volunteer battery of six T-pound 
mountain guns, which comprised the entire artillery of 
the town, ran out of ammunition, the ingenious Yankee 
came forward with a proposition to make shell, which 
he succeeded in doing to the entire satisfaction of the 
artillerists, who pronounced them “extraordinarily 
good.” He had no training whatever for this highly 
specialized work and no powder for charging his shell 
but blasting powder. He devised for his shell a most 
ingenious percussion fuse which Mr. Gardiner describes. 

Most marvelous of all, Mr. Labram transformed a 
billet of hammered mild steel and some bars of 6x2din. 
Lowmoor iron he had on hand into a 4-inch breech-load- 
ing gun, known to fame as the Long Cecil. Says this 
writer: 

“No satisfactory description can be given in the space 
of this article of the ingenious devices employed by Mr. 
Labram and his assistants in handling the immense 
mass of metal; in boring and rifling; in affixing the 
trunnion rings and strengthening rings; in constructing 
the breech and block, planning the vent-holes, toughen- 
ing the obturator, and in sighting. The work went on 
night and day, often under heavy fire. While the gun 
was being made, the necessary 28-lb. shells were cast, 
each being fitted with Mr. Labram’s specially invented 
fuse. The construction occupied the incredibly short 
time of twenty-four whole days.” 

Thanks chiefly to the fertility of resource shown by 
this stray Yankee, Kimberley was able to maintain the 
defense for four months, from Oct. 14, 1899, to Feb. 15, 
1900. The town was finally relieved by the cavalry 
brigade of General French, but Mr. Labram was not 
there to witness its deliverance. The Boers had mounted 
on a lofty heap of debris, three miles across the veldt a 
6-inch Creason cannon, with which they threw 100-Ib. 
shells into the town. One night, six days before the 
ending of the siege, Mr. Gardiner met Mr. Labram in 
the hall of the Grand Hotel. ‘‘He looked haggard and 
depressed and spoke of having had a narrow escape 
earlier in the day from a bursting shell. 

“‘T’m no fighting man, and this sort of thing is getting 
on my nerves,’ he remarked with a momentary smile. 

“After a few minutes of conversation Mr. Labram left 
me and went upstairs to his room. The sun was setting 
on the iron roofs as I left the hotel. From the sky 
came the scream of shells, and the stifling streets re- 
sounded with explosions. The evening bombardment 
was at its height. As I hurried across the Market Square 
I heard the bugle call from the conning tower; a moment 
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later came the high note of the shell, and I bent in- 
voluntarily and held my breath. There was a deafening 
crash, he muffled rending of iron fragments, and then 
stillne.s; 2 thin, brown cloud of dust rose from among 
the roois behind me. 

“That was the last shot of the day—the ‘good-night’ 
shell, aimed perhaps at a venture, in the impersonal, 
often half good-humored spirit with which besiegers and 
besieged alike bombarded each other. It struck Mr. 
Labram in his room at the Grand Hotel, covering his 
shattered body with wreckage and mercifully killing him 
on the spot.” 


EARTHQUAKE WORK OF NAVY AND MARINES. 

The following correspondence has been received by Na- 
val Constr. Holden A. Evans, of the Mare Island Navy 
Yard, and is of interest as it shows something of the 
splendid work which was done by Mare Island officers in 
San Francisco during the time of the San Francisco con- 
flagration. Constructor Evans served with the Marine 


Corps officers and to them was due great credit for the 
work done. Much has been said and much has been writ- 
ten of the splendid services of the Regulars, and with 
them the marine officers, in San Francisco during those 
terrible days. While no one would for one moment de- 
tract anything from the great credit that is due to the 
soldiers and the marines, it is noticeable that the im- 
measurable service rendered to the burning metropolis by 
the Navy men with their staunch little fire tugs, seems al- 
most to be lost sight of, though it has been fully re- 
ported in our columns. Were it not for the Navy officers 
and the enlisted men, the sailors, sent from Mare Island 
on that terrible April 18, San Francisco’s loss in prop- 
erty and the sufferings of her people, great as they were, 
would have been infinitely worse. It is to the Navy and 
the Navy alone that San Francisco owes thanks for the 
salvation of her water front. Not only did they save her 
water front, but with their long lines of hose they 
fought the flames a dozen blocks from the docks, when the 
water pumped from the bay by their fire tugs was the 
only water available in the city. 

Thousands of people fled from the burning city during 
those three days of terror, embarking on the regular 
ferries to adjoining towns and on the dozens of relief 
boats sent from cities further distant. Had the Navy 
not been there to save the water front there would have 
been no means for San Francisco’s people to get to many 
of the cities that gave them shelter, nor would there have 
been facilities for sending provisions from the outside to 
those who remained within her boundaries, 

The letters received by Naval Constructor Evans are 
as follows: 


“Marine Barracks, Mare Island, Cal., May 15, 1906. 
“Commandant, Mare Island, Cal., 

“Sir: I have the honor to invite your attention to the 
services rendered by Naval Constr, H. A. Evans, U.S.N., 
while the battalion of marines under my command was 
on duty in San Francisco, Cal., recently. Mr. Evans 
joined this command yoluntarily on April 20, and served 
for ten days, when he was returned to his regular duties 
by order of the commandant. He was attached to one of 
the four sections into which the fourth military district 
was divided, and at one time was in command of this 
section. He was zealous and rendered prompt and effi- 
cient service; and to him belongs the credit in a large de- 
gree of the prompt suppression of disorder in that section 
and the establishment of relief stations and camps for the 
refugees. The loss of his service was much felt by me 
when it became necessary to withdraw him.

“Sir: The Department takes pleasure in transmitting 
herewith for your information a copy of a letter from 
Lieut. Col. Lincoln Karmany, U.S. Marine Corps, for- 
warded by the commandant of the navy yard, Mare Isi- 
and, Cal., relative to the efficient services performed by 
you during the recent catastrophe in San Francisco, Cal. 
In forwarding this letter the commandant expresses him- 
self as follows: ‘Naval Constructor was, upon his re- 
quest to assist in the work in San Francisco, directed to 
report to Lieut. Col. Lincoln Karmany, U.S. Marine 
Corps; and I have much pleasure in inviting attention 
of the Department to the letter of commendation of Lieut. 
Col. Karmany, of June 15, enclosed herewith. Mr. 
Evans’s return to Mare Island was made necessary by 
the work at the yard needing his attention.’ A copy of 
this letter will be placed with your official record.

OUR RECORD IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Fort Omaha, Neb., June 8, 1906. 
To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

We have been waiting for the ARMy AND Navy Jour- 
NAL to take up the castor shied into the ring of yellow pub- 
licity by the Hon. Tom Watson in the last issue of 
Watson’s Magazine, in answer to an alleged inquiry 
from Greensboro, Ala., in the so-called educational de- 
partment (God save the mark), “Is the United States 
justified in retaining the Philippines’? The Honorable 
Tom says in reply: “The Republic has no business 
whatever with a colonial empire. Therefore we have no 
business in the Philippines; our record there ever since 
Dewey with his first-class ships battered down those old 
rotten Spanish forts and old Spanish tubs, has been one 
long shameful series of blunders, extravagance, mis- 
management, rapine and brutal slaughter,” etc. 

Now that would be news if it were true, but it is not, 
and the above excerpt will certainly astonish anyone 
who did not know history better than that. The de- 
struction of the Maine, leading up to the assault and 
surrender of Manila, and the hourly effort of our officers, 
even in the face of insult and abuse, to prevent the clash 
of the Philippines Army and our own; how we did every- 
thing human mind could devise after the surrender of 
the city to prevent Aguinaldo’s troops from looting, 
rapine, murder and robbing his own native capital, which 
was the main object of the Philippine army in sveking 
aecess to the city, and had we not done so by force of 
arms the world would have rung with the shameful his- 
tory and its results. 

The kind of savage warfare put up by the Insurgents 
would have shamed our Apache hostiles in their werst 
Gays. The needle-pointed bamboo traps in series of 
five, six feet deep, covered so nicely that the American 
would not recognize the pitfall until the pointed bamboos 
had penetrated his abdomen or injured him for life. The 
Balangiga affair is still fresh in the minds of the Ameri- 








ean reading public; the profession of friendship and the 
treachery even of the sacred priesthood; the fiendish 
cruelty meted out to the prisoners, native as well as 
Americans, burying to the neck with water and rice 
within a few inches of the helpless body, the burying of 
those seemingly friendly to our Army and the smearing 
of the face with the juice of the sugar cane to attract 
ants and in a few hours the eyes and face would he a 
whitened lot of bones, the unfortunate dying after days 
of agony; the assault, murder and the carrying off of 
the Filipino women into a captivity worse than death, 
because someone at that barrio had given a soldier a 
drink of water. These are but a few of the cited cases 
of ‘“‘rapine and brutal slaughter,” but, Honorable Tom, 
in this instance the shoe is unfortunately on the other 
foot. 

In return for the treachery and broken faith of the 
Filipinos we have outdone the Samaritan of Holy Writ. 
We are at great expense educating thousands of their 
children year by year and our colleges and institutions of 
learning are carrying on their rolls the brightest young 
men of the Philippine nation. Teachers are sent them 
and everything done to try to uplift and assist them to 
govern themselves and their islands. We are endorsing 
bonds to build their railroads where some have never 
heard the whistle of a locomotive. Thousands of dollars 
have been spent in roadmaking to give bread and em- 
ployment to some of the very people who retarded the 
advance of civilization. Money is being invested in 
other enterprises; street car systems, sea walls for the 
protection of their harbor, and a thousand other benefits 
could be cited; and for the extortionate taxation, slavery 
and horror of the Spanish regime we have given them 
peace, prosperity and safety in their homes, giving them 
the power of reaping the benefit of the labor of their 
own hands, lowering their taxation and paying them 
honest money for honest work, something they never had 
before. 

Does that read like ‘‘a shameful series’? Not much, 
Mr. Tom, but if one will persist in looking through yel- 
low spectacles he will see yellow all the time. Mistakes 
have been made—how else—but they have been of the 
heart, not of the hands. We have been too good in some 
instances, but with the loyal support received from the 
administration backed up by a Secretary of War who 
personally with his big brain brought order out of 
chaos, time will soon show a nation brought out of ignor- 
ance and superstitions into the light of law and self- 
government.

A REASONABLE AND PROPER PROTEST. 


To THE EpIToR OF THE ARMY AND NAVY JOURNAL: 

Under the recently adopted system intended to regu- 
late the expenditure of mileage funds, the estimated 
amount of such funds needed for a certain month at a 
given place is deposited to the credit of a certain officer, 
say the chief paymaster of a department, in advance, 
for the payment of all mileage accounts that may be- 
come payable at his office under law and regulations 
during the stated month. When this estimated amount 
is exhausted in the month for which it was made avail- 
able, no more can be had at that office for that particular 
month; and should it happen that through unexpected 
travel (which the officer making the estimate of funds 
for mileage could not possibly foresee or in any way 
control), the apportionment of funds is exhausted early 
in any month, an officer arriving at that point after 
what may have been a long and expensive journey for 
himself and his family, finds that the money upon which 
he had relied to reimburse him in part for the expensive 
move, and to provide the necessary ready cash for ex- 
penses during the remainder of the month, cannot be 
paid to him for several weeks. 

Long journeys under orders are frequently entirely 
unexpected by the officer concerned, affording him no 
opportunity for financial preparation. He must in any 
event supply the cash necessary to enable bim to perform 
the travel in the public service, except that he may— 
generally at a considerable money sacrifice to himself, 
comparable to the usurious exactions of the money 
lender—obtain transportation from the Quartermaster’s 
Department for his own passage. He must pay the 
incidental expenses of himself and family—the cost of 
traveling—of which his own mere passage is but a frac- 
tion. 

Heretofore an officer upon finishing his journey could 
rely upon prompt reimbursement of his expense to the 
extent of seven cents per mile, or four cents per mile if 
transportation for himself was furnished by the Quarter- 
master’s Department. Under the existing arrangement 
he cannot be sure of obtaining reimbursement before 
the following month. 

The supposition is, apparently, that every officer has 
reserve funds upon which to draw for extraordinary ex- 
penses of this nature. But if he be married, below field 
rank, and without well-to-do relatives, he most emphati- 
cally has not money in the normal case; and his position 
as a stranger arriving with his family in a city where 
he may not even know where to turn to a stopping place 
within his means, is little short of desperate when he 
finds that several weeks must elapse before he can obtain 
the money he has put up for the Government, it may be- 
come humiliating to the last degree. 

That Congressional committees utterly fail to appre- 
ciate—if, indeed, they consider at all—the straits to 
which their drastic restrictions upon mileage disburse- 
ment may put officers in the performance of their duty, 
is painfully apparent to the victims, at least. 

The amount and propriety of mileage disbursement in 
general is not attempted to be discussed here. This is 
a ery for relief from a false position and a bitter hard- 
ship, the injustice of which should be evident to the 
most casual observer. If the United States cannot af- 
ford to pay so much mileage for the public service, can- 
not the required economy be enforced in respect to in- 
spections and other incidental controllable travel, rather 
than by withholding repayment of expenses involuntarily 
incurred by officers in changing station? 

Why attempt to enforce the impossible, in requiring a 
paymaster to exercise superhuman prevision at the ex- 
pense, in case he fails to guess enough, of a class already 
overburdened with obligations entirely disproportionate 
to their means? Can any officer of the War Depart- 
ment, from the highest to the lowest, predict accurately 
the amount of travel to or from Washington that will 
be necessitated by Service exigencies during any given 
month? Can any officer do this for any division or de- 
partment? Most assuredly not. Nor could the travel 
that is authorized by existing laws be entirely suspended 
by the War Department. 

A disbursing officer might make a close guess at the 
amount of mileage needed in a certain month, but if he 





falls short there is little satisfaction for the one or two 
officers who may arrive after the allotment of funds is 
exhausted, and are told they must wait until the follow- 
ing month to get their money back. 

The discussion of “ways and means” is rapidly be- 
coming a paramount subject in Army circles, despite the 
very general disposition to make the best of conditions 
as we find them, and a sensitive reluctance to discuss, 
even among ourselves, the sordid, petty, heart-worrying 
details of making a month’s pay meet current bills, while 
setting aside insurance money and struggling to recog- 
nize, in the most modest way, the social responsibilities 
devolving upon every officer by reason of his official 
status, in relation to both military and civil communities, 

No officer laboring under these constant worries can 
give his best services to the Government. He is severely 
handicapped as it is, by the ridiculous disproportion of 
his salary to the requirements of his position; and the 
constant relative diminution of the stipend precludes 
the imposition of any additional burden upon it, such as 
carrying the expense of travel on public business for 
weeks at a time. ; 

Esprit de corps and personal pride alike revolt at a 
public confession of poverty; but when the skimpy cloak 
of our genteel penury is thus ruthlessly thrust aside by 
an official act, it is not in manly human nature to meekly 
submit without protest. Suitable legislation could 
remedy the hardships complained of here, while the in- 
terests of the Government could at the same time be 
reasonably conserved. Is it too much to ask that this 
be done for our relief. SUBALTERN, 
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A LITTLE ANCIENT HISTORY. 


Palo Alto, Cal., June 8, 1906. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ARMY AND NAvVy JOURNAL: 

Upon reading in your June 2 issue the charge against 
the War and Navy Departments by Powder Manu- 
facturer Waddell in regard to powder contracts with the 
DuPonts, it occurred to me that a little ancient history 
might be appropriate as throwing some light upon the 
apparent cause for the Department’s choice. I refer to 
the marked extract from Ordnance Order No. 5, office 
of the Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., dated Washington, 
May 19, 1899. 

The Army Ordnance officer selected by General Flagler 
and sent to the DuPont Works in 1894 to develop by 
experiment a uniform character in the brown or cocoa 
powder succeeded to the satisfaction of his Department 
commander and then turned his attention to the smoke- 
less powder. In the five years of experiment he was 
loyally assisted by that firm with lavish expenditures to 
enable him to bring his experiments to a successful is- 
sue. Now, in private business that assistance would be 
deemed as meriting some consideration in awarding con- 
tracts—other things being equal—such as ability to 
furnish any desired quantity of an article of proved uni- 
form quality and composition, so necessary in this in- 
stance. Though the War Department had adopted this 
smokeless powder, certain minor points, as form of grain, 
mode of ignition, long continued test of keeping qualities 
and possible injurious effect upon the gun had not been 
definitely determined at the sudden death of that officer. 
Since the fatal result of that experiment of April 29, 
1899, the Naval Ordnance officers may have developed a 
formula for a still “superior smokeless powder,” or they 
may have carried to completion the unfinished work of 
the Army officer, and the results of their labors have been 
acquired by the DuPonts, and if so, both Services would 
be sure to want that powder, regardless of extra cost. 
Had the complainant given the use of his plant and re- 
sources for five years, possibly he might think himself en- 
titled to some consideration in contracts.

The Ordnance Order of May 19, 1899, accompanying 
this letter announces the death af Capt, Sidney E. Stuart, 
U.S.A., who was mortally injured April 29, 1899, at the 
DuPont works while superintending the charging of a 
12-inch torpedo shell with wet gun cotton, as reported in 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL at the time. Describing 
the work of Captain Stuart the order named says: 


“At the time he was appointed Inspector of Powders, 
brown or cocoa powder had but recently been introduced 
into the Service, and was being manufactured at two es- 
tablishments in this country. Promising results, it is 
true, had been attained, but the possibility of duplicating 
a satisfactory lot appeared to be hopeless, and powders 
giving excessive, if not dangerous pressures were not in- 
frequently produced. Captain Stuart entered on his new 
duties with his usual ardor and grasp of the difficulties 
to be overcome. After much patient study and careful 
investigation, availing himself of all obtainable informa- 
tion upon the subject from abroad, and aided by the in- 
telligence and skill of our manufacturers, such improve- 
ments were effected in the methods of manufacture, form 
of cartridge, mode of ignition, etc., that not only were 
uniform results assured, but also increased _ ballistic 
power, attended by moderate pressures. In like manner 
on the appearance of smokeless powders, he gave to that 
subject the same profound study, carefully examining the 
merits and demerits of the different types then most 
prominent, and drawing up a comprehensive program of 
experiments. From the data obtained from those experi- 
ments he was enabled to deduce a formula of composition 
and type of smokeless powder which has since been 
adopted by the Department. Some further experimenta- 
tion is needed to settle definitely the most advantageous 
form, size of grain and mode of ignition, and at the time 
of his death Captain Stuart was engaged on experiments 
to that end; but the foundation has been laid, it is be- 
lieved for a very satisfactory type of smokeless powder.”

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Sir Frederick Treves, considering the subject of med- 
ical reform in the British army, suggests the following 
changes: (1) That the head of the Army Medical De- 
partinent should be a medical man; (2) that the Direc- 
tor-General of the Army Medical Department should be 
responsible for its efficiency and economical administra- 
tion in all its branches. and should have control of the

and a like knowledge of a more elementary character 
should be possessed by the private soldier. 
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REPORT AS TO ATLANTIC FLEET ACCIDENT. 

l'rior to his departure from Washington this week for 
foston Secretary of the Navy Bonaparte made public his 
review of the findings of the court of inquiry on the 
grounding and collision of vessels of the Atlantic Fleet, 
in New York Harbor, on Jan. 7, 1906. Secretary Bona- 
parte said: 

The material facts in the case, as disclosed by the evi- 
dence, may be briefly stated as follows: Five battleships belong- 
ing to the U.S. Atlantic Fleet were proceeding on Jan. 7, from 
Tompkinsville, S.I., to sea. The flagship Maine led, and the 
Kentucky, Kearsarge, Alabama and Illinois followed, in the 
order named. The signals of the Commander-in-Chief required 
the last-named four battleships to ‘‘follow course and motions of 
Cormmander-in-Chief,” and prescribed ‘exact formation,” a 
cpeed of twelve knots and a distance of four hundred yards from 
ship to ship. Of these orders, it is sufficient to say that the 
speed did not permit of trustworthy soundings, and that, if the 
distance had been eight hundred yards instead of four hun- 
dred, the evidence indicates that the collision would probably 
not have occurred. Nevertheless, the Department fully con- 
curs in the view of the Bureau of Navigation that all these 
matters were fully within the discretion of the Commander-in- 
Chief, and finds no reason to criticise his exercise of that dis- 
cretion. On board the Maine there was a pilot. None of the 
other ships had a pilot aboard, and, under the circumstances 
and in view of the orders received, none of the captains seem 
to the Department open to any criticism by reason of this fact. 
th course taken by the pilot on the Maine is commented upon 
rather unfavorably by some of the witnesses before the Court 
of Inquiry, but, inasmuch as the Maine had a greater draft of 
water than any other of the five vessels, and as she passed 
safely through the channel, it would seem that, if these vessels 
had all followed the course the pilot laid out, they would have 
met with no injury. A few minutes before noon the Ken- 
tucky, the second ship in the line, swerved from her course by 
reason of the error of an incompetent helmsman. He was 
immediately replaced and the ship regained or attempted to re- 
gain her proper position, but, for some reason which is not ren- 
dered perfectly clear by the evidence, she grounded a few 
minutes later. The Kearsarge, to avoid colliding with the Ken- 
tucky, grounded intentionally a little to the eastward of her. 
The Alabama, attempting to steer on the other side, collided with 
the Kentucky, and caused the latter some damage. She suf- 
fered none of consequence herself, and neither of the other ves- 
sis were appreciably injured by grounding. 

it seems to be clear that the wind and tide were such 
: the time as to make unusually low water in the channel 
traversed, and that these three causes combined to make the 
hattleships steer badly and respond slowly to their respective 
helms. These circumstances were all known, and, so far as 
possible, the attendant dangers were guarded against by the 
several commanding officers. It does not appear that any pre- 
caution was omitted which is required by the Regulations or 
usual in practice. Some of the witnesses intimated a belief 
that the Maine had grounded momentarily just before the acci- 
dent to the Kentucky, but there seems to have been no founda- 
tion for this idea beyond the fact that a good deal of black 
mud was stirred up by the Maine in passing over that part of 
the course, a circumstance readily explained by the very 
slight depth of water underneath the several ships. After very 
cirefully considering the opinions of the numerous experts who 
either testified in the case or took part in the findings of the 
Court or in their revision, the Department is led to the con- 
clusion that a slight error on the part of the commanding officer 
of the Kentucky in determining his proper course, in obedience 
to the orders of the Commander-in-Chief, was responsible for 
the grounding of his ship. To determine a question of this 
character, amid conflicting opinions by very competent authori- 
ties, is always a matter of some difficulty, but the conclusion 
above announced seems to the Department sustained by a de- 
cided preponderance of probability. 

The Commander-in-Chief, in his review of the findings of 
ihe Court, comments upon a supposed delay on the part of the 
kentucky in indicating to the vessels following her that she 
was aground, but the Department finds in the evidence no 

ficient ground to believe that any such delay occurred. The 
vction of the commanding officer of the Kearsarge, in so hand- 
ling his ship immediately after the Kentucky grounded as to 
avoid a collision with the latter, seems to the Department to 
merit the commendation it received from the Court of Inquiry, 
hat the Department finds no sufficient warrant in the evidence 

) sustain the Court’s finding that the grounding of the Kear- 
rge was due to an error of judgment on the part of her 
-ommanding officer, the evidence, to say the least, suggesting 
crave doubt as to whether such grounding was not inevitable 

avoid a collision. 

With respect to the collision between the Kentucky and the 
\labama, the Department, after weighing all that is said on the 

ibject by the Court, the Commander-in-Chief, and the Bureau, 
finds no reason for censure of either commanding officer in con 
vection therewith, except in so far as it was due to the ground- 
g of the Kentucky, and this may have been caused, as here- 
inbefore set forth, by a slight error on the part of her command- 
ing officer. 

The injuries to the several battleships, which constituted 
‘he subject matter of inquiry in this case, appear to have been 
jue to a combination of circumstances involving no element of 
ulpability on the part of any of the officers concerned. So far 
us the Department is informed by the record, the responsible 
fficers in the several ships all complied with the terms of the 
Regulations, and each of them tried to discharge his duty 
ccording to his best lights. A mistake was made as to the 
»roper course of the Kentucky, and there is room for a differ- 
nee of opinion as to the advisability of some of the orders given 
y each of the several officers involved, but there is nothing 

hich ealls for censure on the part of the Department, and 
here is obviously still Jess room for more pronounced dis- 
iplinary action. The Department, therefore, concurs in the 
ecommendations of the Court of Inquiry, already successively 
‘pproved by the Commander-in-Chief and the Bureau of Navi- 
sation, that no further proceedings be taken in this case. 

The Court of Inquiry, in this instance, made its final report 
n Jan. 27. On the following day its findings were approved, 
vith certain qualifications, by the Commander-in-Chief, and, on 
March 6, they were transmitted to the Department by the 
Bureau of Navigation, with an endorsement expressing con- 
currence in the findings as thus modified. A long delay has 
receded the final disposition of the matter by the Department. 
‘his has been due partly to the pressure of other business, 
vartly to the illness of the Secretary of the Navy, and partly 
o the intrinsic difficulties of the subject and the Department’s 
-ense of its importance.

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The War Department authorities have referred to Col. 
Ramsay D. Potts, commanding officer at Fort Monroe, 
the complaints made by citizens residing for the summer 
at Willoughby Beach and Ocean View, across the bay 
from Fort Monroe, that during target practice at Fort 
Monroe on June 22 projectiles fired from the big guns 
struck the beach in the vicinity of their cottages and 
ereatly endangered not only their property but their lives.

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The submarine torpedoboat Lake arrived at New York

Evans reported that although comparatively heavy weath- 
er was encountered the run was accomplished without the 
slightest mishap, and said it undoubtedly marked the be- 
ginning of an advanced era in submarines. On board the 
Lake was a crew of eight men all told, who find plenty of 
room for their simple wants within the steel craft, which 
is built to withstand the pressure of the sea at a depth 
of 130 feet. The Lake is en route to Bridgeport, Conn.

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Cadet J. Walter Wilde, U.S.M.A., after long suffering, 
has won his battle with nature, and he will be able to re- 
sume his studies at the Academy in the fall. He was ap- 
pointed to West Point by President Roosevelt in 1905. 
Last September Wilde went home on a furlough. While 
riding, his horse rolled over, crushing the bones of his 
right leg, The broken bones mended, but the leg shrank 
several inches. The cadet knew it would be impossible 
to continue his military career with such a handicap. 
Eminent surgeons were consulted and they agreed that if 
Wilde would. submit to a painful operation the leg might 
be restored to its normal condition. He was taken to the 
Polyclinic Hospital, Philadelphia, Pa., where the opera- 
tion was performed last March. The bones of the leg 
were rebroken. A weight of 300 pounds was attached to 
the leg by means of a rope and pulley and the limb was 
drawn up from the cot and held there for two months. 
Although the physicians say Wilde must have endured the 
greatest agony, he never complained. Several days ago 
the weight was taken off and the surgeons found that 
the leg had been drawn to its normal length.

The War Department is taking very strenuous action 
in the cases of violation by officers of the Army of G.O. 
112, of 1905, which prohibits any officer of the Army 
from using political influence to obtain ordinary assign- 
ments, transfers, etc., which are usually handled by ap- 
plication through military channels, There have recently 
been cases of violation of this order by officers, especially by 
young Artillery officers, and in every case where members 
of Congress have submitted the applications of officers for 
assignment or transfer such action has entirely debarred 
the officers from obtaining their desires when, if they had 
proceeded in the proper military manner, they might have 
obtained the assignment asked for. Every officer who has 
transgressed in this matter has received a strong repri- 
mand from the Chief of Staff.

The silver epergne and candelabra purchased by the 
Society of Colonial Dames of Virginia for the battleship 
Virginia was presented with due ceremony at the navy 
yard, Norfolk, Va., June 27. The presentation was 
made by Hon. J. Alston Cabell and the Hon. J. Lawrence 
Cabell, in behalf of the Colonial Dames, and the gifts 
were accepted in an appropriate speech by Captain Se- 
ton Schroeder, commanding the Virginia. The epergne 
and candelabra are similar in design to the service to be 
given by the State. On one side appears the arms of 
Virginia, and on the other the seal of the Navy and a tab- 
let on the front bears the inscription: “Presented by the 
Society of Colonial Dames of America, in the State of 
Virginia, 1906. ‘Thy name gives warrant of heroic 
deeds.’ ”” 
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No decision has been reached by the Navy Department

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RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Lieut. Col, William L. Pitcher, 28th U.S. Inf., pro- 
moted colonel, vice Whitall, retired, is a native of Texas, 
and was appointed a second lieutenant in the 10th U.S. 
Cavalry, Dec. 18, 1871. In June, 1872, he was trans- 
ferred to the 8th Infantry, and was promoted first lieu- 
tenant March 1, 1882. He was promoted captain, 8th 
Infantry, March 9, 1891; major, 4th Infantry, Oct. 20, 
1899, and was transferred to the Sth Infantry eight days 
later. He reached the grade of lieutenant colonel, 28th 
Infantry, May 25, 1903. Colonel Pitcher before enter- 
ing the Army, served as a cadet midshipman at the 
Naval Academy from June 30, 1868, to Oct. 7, 1870. 
He is a son of the late Gen. T. G. Pitcher, U.S.A., -and 
a brother of Major John Pitcher, 6th U.S. Cav. 

Brig. Gen. Frank D. Baldwin, U.S.A., was retired 
for age on June 25. He entered the Volunteer service 
as second lieutenant in September, 1861, and served 
throughout the Civil War, advancing during the same 
to the grade of lieutenant colonel. He was appointed in 
the Regular Service as second lieutenant, 19th Inf., Feb. 
2, 1866, and has advanced through all the grades of the 
line of the Army to his present rank, brigadier general, 
U.S.A., which he attained June 9, 1902. He has served 
as an officer in the 37th, 5th, 3d, 4th, 1st and 27th Inf. 
During the Civil War his service was with the 19th 
Michigan regiment of Infantry. He participated in 
Sherman's entire march to the sea, being in the advance 
during the greater part of the same, and took part in all 
the numerous engagements and conflicts during said 
campaign. He was awarded a medal of honor for “dis- 
tinguished bravery in the battle of Peach Tree Creek, 
Ga., July 20, 1864, while serving as captain, 19th Michi- 
gan Infantry.” His service in the Regular Army has 
always been most active. Up to the time of the Spanish- 
American War he had been entirely on the plains in the 
West. Most of his service before 1898 was in the 5th 
Infantry, which, under the command of General Miles, 
did such excellent work against the Indians in Texas 
and Montana. During the Indian campaigns in the 
West General Baldwin was awarded a second medal of 
honor for most distinguished gallantry in action against 
Indians near McLellans Creek, Texas, Nov. 8, 1874, and 
was brevetted twice. In 1894 he took charge of the 
Indian agency at Anadarko, where he remained until 
the Spanish-American War in 1898. During his tour 
at that point, the Indians were greatly benefited by his 
kind and judicial treatment. His many friends mm and 
about Anadarko now appreciate the value of this officer’s 
work at the agency. Since 1898 he has taken a most 
active part in the Spanish-American War, serving in 
Cuba and the Philippine Islands during the insurrection 
and campaigns against Moro tribes in the Island of 
Mindanao, P.I. The salient features of his services in 
the Philippine Islands are summed up into two most 
prominent and effective undertakings. As lieutenant 
colonel of the 4th Infantry he organized a command of 
several hundred men and after a relentless and difficult 
pursuit of several months compelled Lieutenant General 
Trias, second in command to Aguinaldo, to surrender to 
him with his entire force and several thousand rifles. 
This surrender was most opportune and had great and 
lasting effect upon the natives of the islands. He was 
highly commended by General MacArthur in an official 
report for his work in the Philippines, and he also re- 
ceived the thanks of President Roosevelt. 

Col. Oswald H. Ernst, Corps of Engineers, U.S.A., 
was placed on the retired list on June 27, for age, with 


the rank of brigadier general, he being entitled to the. 


advance in rank because of his services during the Civil 
War. After being graduated from the U.S.M.A., his 
services in the field began in 1864, when, as a first lieu- 
tenant in the Corps of Engineers, he was assigned to 
duty as assistant chief engineer in the Army of the 
Tennessee. He served on this duty until the termination 
of the Atlanta campaign, when he was sent to the Pacific 
Coast as assistant engineer on fortifications there. Col- 
onel Ernst has always been considered one of the promi- 
nent officers of his corps. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish war in 1898 he was appointed a brigadier gen- 
eral of the Volunteers. From 1893 to 1898 he was 
Superintendent of the Military Academy, and in 1899 
he was appointed inspector general for the island of 
Cuba. At present he is chairman of the Mississippi 
River Commission and a member of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission. He is also a member of the United States 
contingent of the International Waterways Commission; 
is chairman of the Board of Engineers charged with 
surveys for a waterway between Lake Michigan and the 
Mississippi river by the way of the Des Plaines and 
Illinois rivers, and a member of the board to consider 
cement testing under the Department of the Interior. 
In 1868 Colonel Ernst went to Spain as a member ef the 
United States Commission to observe the solar eclipse 
which occurred in 1870. His retirement makes the fol- 
lowing promotions in the Corps of Engineers: Lieut. 
Col. Daniel M. Lockwood, te be colonel; Major James 
L. Lusk, to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. Chester Hard- 
ing, to be major; Ist Lieut. John R, Slattery, to be cap- 
tain, and 2d Lieut. Joseph H. Earle, to be first lieu- 
tenant. 

The following resolutions upon the approaching retire- 
ment of its president, Col. O. H. Ernst, U.S.A., were 
adepted by the Mississippi River Commission at its ses- 
sion of June 19, 1906: “In view of the retirement of 
our President soon to occur we wish to place on our rec- 
ords some expression of our high regard for him as a 
man, a soldier, a presiding officer and a friend, and our 
sincere regret at the necessity of this separation. Dur- 
ing General Ernst’s incumbency of the office of president 
of the Mississippi River Commission we have been wit- 
nesses of the dignity, impartiality and ability which he has 
brought to its administration. He has set us continually 
an example of industry, thoroughness and courtesy which 
lave contributed not only to the agreeableness of our 
work, but to its efficiency as well, We shall miss him 
from our cirele with a keen sense of deprivation. We 
are glad to know that his retirement from the active list 
of the Army will not mean condemnation to idleness: and 
we hope that the Government will be wise enough to have 
high and useful work for him as long as he shall be will- 
ing to do it. We hereby extend to him an invitation to 
be a guest of honor on the steamer Mississippi whenever 
it shall be agreeable to him to accept the invitation; and 
the Secretary is directed to send to him such of the print- 
ed publications of the Commission as he shall care to 
receive as long as he shall be disposed to accept them. 
Our best wishes for his long life, health and happiness 
will follow him after his retirement.” Colonel Ernst has 
held the presidency of the Commission since Feb. 25, 
1903. He retired on account of age on June 27, and his 
nomination to be a brigadier general on the retired list 
was sent to the Senate on June 22. 


Capt. Henry S. Wygant, 2d U.S. Inf., has resigned 





from the Army, to take effect Oct. 15 next, and he has 
been granted leave from Aug. 15 to that date. He is a 
native of Texas, and joined the Army as a private in 
Co. C, 6th Inf., July 3, 1897. He was appointed a second 
lieutenant in the 3d Infantry, July 9, 1898, and is a 
graduate of the Infantry and Cavalry School, class of 
1904.

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RECENT DEATHS. 

Col. Henry Tilton, surgeon, U.S.A., retired. 
died at one o'clock Monday morning, June 25, in his 
quarters at Madison Barracks, N.Y. The end was pain- 
less and came from a fourth stroke of paralysis. Colonel 
Tilton was New Jersey in 1836. He was a 
Quaker, and entered the Union Army in 1861, serving 
through the war with great faithfulness and distinction. 
A correspondent writes: “He was a man of cultivation, 
an earnest student and scientist, and on his retirement 
in 1900 the Army lost a hard working and efficient phy- 
sician, After his retirement he did not cease his labors, 
but made a thorough and painstaking study of the turtle. 
Colonel Tilton was a hunter and fisherman in his young 
days and when he was stationed at Fort Lyon, Colo., he 
took Kit Carson in his heme, seeing that he was very ill, 
and nursed him till he died. The famous hunter died jn 
Coionel 'Tilton’s arms, and the last words he said were: 
‘Doctor, Camareda Adios.’ The Colonel's wife and daugh- 
ter survive him, He will be buried in Arlington. All 
who knew him loved him. and all whom he attended in 
sickness had occasion to bless him for his kindness and 
skill. His death leaves many sorrowing friends, who will 
iniss his never-failing tenderness and gentleness. And one 
of the noblest, most unselfish men is laid at rest.” Colo- 
nel Tilton was graduated in the Medical Department of 
the University of Pennsylvania, 1859. Appointed assist- 
ant surgeon, Aug. 26, 1861; promoted captain, July 28, 
1866; majer and surgeon, June 26, 1876; lieutenant colo- 
nel and deputy surgeon general, Aug. 12, 1898. He re- 
ceived the brevets of captain and major March 13, 1865, 
for faithful and meritorious services during the war. He 
had charge of the floating hospital Nashville on the Mis- 
sissippi River, and was an eye witness for six weeks of 
the siege and bombardment of Vicksburg, Miss. He was 
on duty at the U.S. General Hospital at Jefferson Bar- 
racks from September, 1863, till the close of the war. 
This hospital had 1,700 beds and from the opening to its 
close received over 21,000 sick and wounded men. After 
the war he went to the frontier with the 3d Infantry, and 
was in skirmishes with Cheyenne. Indians Sept. 8 and 
Oct. T, 1868, Served in New York harbor from 1871 till 
June, 1872. With six eompanies of the 6th Infantry on 
General Stanley's expedition to the valley of the Yellow- 
stone River as escort for the engineers of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, from July to October, 1872. In New 
York harbor to 1874: in Dakota and Montana to 1878: 
was in fight with Cheyennes Jan. 8, 1877: on Genera: 
Miles’s expedition after Nez Percés from Sept. 18 to Oct. 
22, 1877, which resulted in their capture. He received 
the Medal of Honor for distinguished gallantry in action 
against Indians at Bear Paw Mountain, Mont., Sept. 30. 
1877, where he fearlessly exposed his life and displayed 
great gallantry in rescuing and protecting the wounded 
men, while serving as major and surgeon. He served at 
Fort Riley, Kans.; Fort Wayne, Mich.: the Presidio of 
San Francisco, Cal.; at West Point, N.Y.: again at Fort 
Wayne, Mich., Fort Qmaha, Neb., and at Saint Paul, 
Minn., where he was stationed since Feb, 6, 1895, as 
chief surgeon of the Department of Dakota. , 

Mrs. Josephine Kendrick, wife of Major Frederick M 
Hi. Wendrick, U.S.A., retired, and mother of Mrs. § “a 
Cook and of Fred M. Kendrick, died at St. Paul. Minn.. 
on June 6. ‘ 

Capt. Henry B. Mellen, of Durham, New Hampshiie, 
whose death was announced in our issue of June 23, is 
the officer who lost both legs under very peculiar circum- 
stances in December, 1870, while passing between two 
stations in Texas when a lieutenant of the 6th Cavalry. 
In riding from Camp Wichita to Fort Richardson, through 
a country infested with Indians, Mellen was compelled to 
ford a stream flooded and filled with ice. In trying to

cross the stream and ascend the opposite bank, his horse 
slipped and fell backwards, throwing him into the stream 
encumbered with his overcoat, riding boots and pistol He 
succeeded in pulling himsclf ashore and then fainted from 
the exertion; when he recovered consciousness he found 
his feet not only frozen but his boots frozen to the ground. 
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Hlis frightful experiences are described by General Fry 
in “Army Sacrifices” and by General Carter in his his- 
tory of the 6th Cavalry and in a new volume, “Old Army 
Sketches.” 

Surg. Arthur Grattan Cabell, U.S.N., retired, died at 
the residence of his brother, Mr. J. Caskie Cabell, at 
Richmond, Va., on the morning of June 19, 1906. Sur- 
geon Cabell was born in Richmond May 12, 1853, conse- 
quently was in his fifty-fourth year. He was appointed 
assistant surgeon in the Navy under date of Feb. 14, 
1876, and was placed on the retired list Oct. 8, 1898. 
Surgeon Cabell was unmarried and was the son of Dr. 
Robert Gamble Cabeli and Mrs. Margaret Caskie Cabell. 
His paternal grandfather was Governor William H. Ca- 
bell, who filled the executive chair from 1805 to 1808. 
The following survive the deceased surgeon: Mr. J. Cas- 
kie Cabell, Dr. Robert Gamble Cabell, Mr. Henry Lan- 
don Cabell, Mrs, Albert Ritchie, Mrs. J. D. Lottier, and 
Mrs. Boykin Wright. The remains were interred in Hol- 
lvwood Cemetery of Richmond, Va. Surgeon Cabell 
reached the grade of surgeon in June, 1895, and served 
in the Pensacola of the North Pacific Station on the 
practiceship Constellation; on the Palos of the Asiatic 
Station, Adams, of the Pacific Station; with the iron- 
clads laid up at Richinond, Va.; on the old Kearsarge, 
of the North Atlantic Station; on the Michigan and Mo- 
nongahela, and at Puget Sound Naval Station. 

Mr. Joseph F. Sinnott, father of the wife of Lieut. Jj. 
Ryan Devereux, Med. Dept., U.S.A., died at Philadel- 
phia, Pa., June 20. 

Col. James Regan, 9th U.S. Inf., was found dead in his 
bed at Manila, P.I., June 25, and the cause of his death 
is said to have been heart failure. He retired at 11 
o'clock, June 24, apparently in good health and spirits. 
He had the longest service record of any officer in the 
Army, having almost completed forty-eight years. He 
was a brave and conscientious officer, and his death will 
be deeply mourned. Colonel Regan was born in New 
York Dec. 14, 1844. He entered the Army as a musician 
of Co. H, 2d Infantry, in June, 1858, with which com- 
pany he served in Minnesota, and later with the Army of 
the Potomac in the Civil War, Re-enlisting in the gen- 
eral service, young Regan served at Governors Island 
until in 1866 he was appointed a second lieutenant in 
the 18th Infantry. From that time his service was with 
his regiment in the West. He took part in several expe- 
ditions against and engagements with hostile Sioux In- 
dians. By the consolidation of the Infantry in 1869 he 
was rendered supernumerary, but was subsequently as- 
signed to the 9th Infantry as a first lieutenant. From 
this time, except for a brief interval, he served with that 
regiment, doing duty in Nebraska, Wyoming, Dakota and 
Arizona, and filling successively the grades of captain, 
major, lieutenant colone! and colonel. During the Span- 
ish-American War Colonel Regan took part in the Santi- 
ago campaign and the attack on San Juan Hill. Later 
he went in command of his regiment to the Philippines, 
where he participated in the campaigns and engagements 
of his regiment. He was with the China Relief Expedi- 
tion in 1900 and was twice severely wounded in the bat- 
tle of Tientsin, Returning to the United States he served 
a tour as recruiting officer in New York city while re- 
cuperating from his wounds. Upon his promotion he 
joined the same at Madison Barracks and a year ago ac- 
companied it to the Philippines. Colonel Regan was the 
author of several military works, notably “The Judge Ad- 
vocate’s Guide” and a “Guard Manual” and of many pro- 
fessional articles in the Service magazines. Colonel Re- 
gan was a soldier of the old school, strict, impartial and 
just. He bore the respect, love and admiration of his as- 
sociates and the officers and men who served under him. 
The confidence of his superiors is evidenced by the com- 
mendations of general officers under whom he served. Of 
modest and unassuming demeanor he performed the du- 
ties that came to him uncomplainingly and unhesitating- 
ly. But for a detail in recruiting service all his duty dur- 
ing his entire term of service was directly with troops. 
In his untimely death the Service loses an able, efficient 
and gallant soldier, and the country a loyal and patriotic 
citizen. Colonel Regan is survived by a widow, a son, 
Lieut. James Regan, jr., 14th Inf., and a daughter. He 
would have retired from active service Dec. 14, 1908. 

Mrs. David Reed, sister of the late Gen. George <A. 
Custer, U.S.A., who was killed in the Indian battle of 
the Little Big Horn, June 25, 1876, died at her home at 
Monroe, Mich., June 27, at the age of eighty years. 

In regimental orders dated Fort McPherson, June 24, 
1906, Lieut. Col. G. K. MeGunnegle, 17th Inf., com- 
manding, announces the death at his post of duty of 
1st Lieut. Edward C. Bolton, which occurred on the night 
of June 6, 1906, at a point forty miles south of Davao, 
Island of Mindanao, at the hands of Moros, as we have 
previously reported. ‘Lieutenant Bolton,” says Colonel 
McGunnegle, “was a man of irreproachable, steadfast 
character, whose truth was constant, not only constant 
in its kind, but edifying in its degree; of a lovable nature 
which endeared him to all. As an officer, his zeal, am- 
bition and energetic and intelligent performance of duty 
left nothing to be desired. To his bereaved family the 
heartfelt sympathy of the regiment is extended.” 

Col. William S. Moore, insurance man, Confederate 
veteran, and one of the best known figures in Detroit’s 
social and business life, expired at his home, 47 Garfield 
avenue, Detroit, Mich., June 22. He was the father of 
Mrs. A. D. McLean, wife of Dr. McLean, U.S.N. A wife 
and son and another married daughter also survive him. 

Mrs. Mary J. Barry, wife of Capt. Edward B. Barry, 
U.S.N., and daughter of the late Rear Admiral J. M. B. 
Clitz. U.S.N., died at Washington, D.C., June 25. 
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The report of the State appraisers of the estate of the 
late Daniel S. Lamont, formerly Secretary of War, filed

COURT-MARTIAL OF OFFICER. 
G.O. 17, JUNE 18, 1906, DEPT. OF COLORADO. 

Before a G.C.M. at Fort Wingate, N.M., of which Col. Benja- 
min ©. Lockwood, 29th Inf., was president, and Major Henry 
M. Morrow, judge advocate, U.S.A., was judge advocate, was 
arranged and tried, Capt. Harry O. Williard, 5th Cav. 

Charge.—Conduct to the prejudice of good order and military 
discipline. 

Specification 1 alleged that Captain Williard, did, unwar- 
rantably interfere with the conduct of the monthly athletic con- 
test of the post by loudly and repeatedly demanding that a cer- 
tain man upon the H troop team in the tug of war contest 
should be ruled out, loudly shouting, before the judges had ren- 
dered a decision, ‘““K troop wins,’’ and by persisting in said loud 
and unseemingly demands until spoken to by Capt. Edward P. 
Roekhill, Med. Dept., chief umpire, in the performance of his 
duty as such chief umpire, to whom Captain Williard, did re- 
ply, “I want no insubordination here; I am the senior officer 
present.” 

Specification 2 alleged that Captain Williard did unwarrant- 
ably interfere with the conduct of the monthly athletic contest 
by loudly cursing and threatening a member of the tug of war 
team, Pvt. Rollie Snyder, Troop H, 5th Cav., a duly designated 
contestant, who, at the time, was engaged in pulling in the tug 
of war contest. 

Specification 3 alleged that Captain Williard did, soon after 
the completion of the tug of war contest, approach Private 
Snyder, and used loud, profane and threatening language to 
him, repeating the same after the said Private Snyder protested 
in proper terms against such language being used toward him. 

The court found the accused: Of the first specification, “Not 
guilty’; of the second specification, ‘‘not guilty’; of the third 
specification, “guilty”; of the charge, ‘‘guilty.” . 

The court sentenced Captain Williard, “To be reprimanded in 
orders by the reviewing authority.” 

General Williams, the reviewing authority, says: ‘In the 
foregoing case of Capt. Harry O. Williard, 5th Cav., the evi- 
dence shows that during a tug of war contest at Fort Wingate, 
between two troops of Cavalry, the accused, being captain of 
one of the troops, approached one of the contestants, a private 
soldier belonging to the troop not commanded by the accused, 
the soldier at the time violating one of the rules of the contest, 
and directed him to cease his violation of the rules, and immedi- 
ately upon receiving a reply from the soldier, addressed him in 
profane language, and, a few minutes later, after the comple- 
tion of the contest, went to where the soldier was standing and 
threatened him in loud, abusive and profane language, and re- 
peated such language after the soldier had properly protested 
against it. The evidence shows the accused’s conduct was so 
flagrant that a commissioned officer who witnessed it, at once 
made an official report of it, and that the soldier, with tears in 
his eyes, reported it to his troop commander. The evidence 
deeply impresses the reviewing authority with the conviction that 
the conduct of the accused was extremely discreditable to 
himself and most prejudicial to the Service. The only defense 
of the accused, that is deserving of notice, is that the manner 
of the soldier, in replying to him, was _ insofent and insub- 
ordinate. The evidence on this point is conflicting, but the 
court apparently believed there was some such provocation, for 
otherwise it is scarcely credible that so mild a sentence would 
have been imposed. The reviewing authority accepts this view. 
But, granting that this provocation did exist, it was not justi- 
fication, and, under the circumstances of the case, was a very 
slight provocation for the violent outburst of the accused. The 
accused termed this language a reprimand to the soldier. The 
court has found it was abusive and profane, and was repeated 
after protest by the soldier. If this is the accused's idea of a 
reprimand he must reconstruct his ideas. The reviewing au- 
thority is pleased to state that it is reported to him that the 
accused is a capable, intelligent, active and zealous officer, but 
his conduct in this instance reveals characteristics which will 
nullify his merits and destroy his efficiency as an officer, unless 
at once reformed. If the accused has not learned to exercise 
the authority of his rank in a firm and dignified and, above 
all, in a quiet manner, without harshness, one of the chief les- 
sons of age ‘and experience ig still unlearnei, The sentence is 





approved. The reviewing authority considers the foregoing 
remarks a sufficient reprimand. The accused will be released 
from arrest.’’ bi

DISMISSAL OF CAPTAIN WYNNE. 

The verdict of the court-martial which recently tried 
Capt. Robert F. Wynne, of the Marine Corps, on board 
the battleship Alabama in the New York Navy Yard, was 
that he was guilty of all three of the charges and should 
le dismissed from the Navy. Secretary Bonaparte, while 
approving the findings of this court, recommended to the 
President that Captain Wynne be given an opportunity 
to resign from the Service, which he has accordingly 
done. Captain Wynne resigned by telegraph, however, 
which was not considered official by the Navy Depart- 
ment, and he has been so informed. A resignation by 
letter is expected. Wynne was tried on the charge of neg- 
leet of duty in not reporting the guard at quarters; wilful 
disobedience of orders, and conduct prejudicial to good 
order and discipline. The opinion of Secretary Bonaparte 
on this case, which has been approved by the President, 
is as follows: 

“The Department has carefully considered the record 
in this case, the report of the medical board, the review 
and comments of the Judge Advocate General, the brief 
of the accused, and, on the question of penalty, the state- 
ment of the accused and the communication from the 
commandant of the Marine Corps. The Department finds 
the guilt of the accused under all the charges and specifi- 
cations established beyond any doubt, and, indeed, with- 
cut serious dispute; it can find no possible justification 
or excuse for the conduct of the accused, and it has no 
doubt whatever of his sanity. ‘The brief for the accused 
says: ‘The defense relied upon is that the accused was 
in such a poor condition of health mentally on May 21, 
1906, that he was not responsible for acts or offenses 
committed by him on that day.’ 

“The Department holds that, when the question to be 
determined is whether a man shall be punished for an ap- 
parent crime, he must be either sane or insane. If he 
acts rationally in the usual transactions of daily life and 
has the ¢ apacity to make contracts, give and receive or- 
ders, and perceive the natural consequences of his own 
acts, he must be held responsible for his crimes. His 
temperament and the state of his health may be such as 
to increase his temptation to do wrong and, for this rea- 
son, are properly to be considered in determining his pun- 
ishment, but to question the moral responsibility of one 
accused of crime, for the reasons alleged and under the 
circumstances existing in this case seems to the Depart- 
ment trifling with the demands of justice. 

“The Department finds, however, that the most serious 
offense of the accused, namely, his threat to resist vio- 
lently the execution of orders given by his superior officer 
and the disrespectful and unbecoming language which he 
used in reference to that officer and the one who conveyed 
the orders in question, although in no wise excused, is 
in some measure, palliated by the harsh and irritating 
form of these orders and their natural effect upon a man 
who is clearly shown to be notoriously quick-tempered. 

“The Department feels that the usefulness of the ac- 
cused to the Navy is ended, and that it would be of ad- 
vantage neither to the Service nor to him to retain him 
in the Marine Corps. In view, however, of his past ser- 
vices and of the provocation under which he acted at the 
time of his most clearly unpardonable offense, the De- 
partment respectfully recommends to the President that 
execution of the sentence in this case be suspended until 
he has been afforded an opportunity to tender his resig- 
nation. Should such resignation be tendered, the De- 
partment advises its immediate acceptance ; otherwise, 
the execution of the sentence.

It is known that while Mr, Wynne 
was in Washington he interested his former associates in 
the Cabinet and other prominent public men in the case. 
Captain Wynne entered the Navy May 26, 1899, being 
appointed from Pennsylvania. 
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FOR AN ARMY TAILOR, 
(From the New York Times.) 

Curious to observe the condition into which various 
American sartorial societies have been thrown by the 
announcement that a British military tailor has been 
officially consulted about the uniform of the United 
States Army. The American tailors relieve themselves 
on this eceasion of a long accumulation of internationa! 
bile, declare that they know their business, and intimate 
that there are more well-fitting clothes by Hudson and 
Schuylkill, rivers of America, than by the waters of the 
3ritish Jordan. 

This contention were idle and endless. It is better to 
stick to the point. The point is that the American 
Army is extremely ill-dressed and that the British army 
is extremely well dressed. The, casual aesthete heard 
with joy that a British or any other tailor has been con- 


sulted about the American uniform. ‘Pa,’ says the 
blushing country girl in Artemus Ward, “the gentleman 
is an artist.” “A whichist?’ “An artist. A painter. 
He throws so much soul into everything he paints.” 
“Wall, I want my fence painted. What will be charge 
to throw some soul into my fence?’ How judicious of 
the War Department to employ somebody who is guar- 
anteed to throw some style into the uniform of the 
United States Army. 

Let us not be misunderstood. The American Infantry- 
man, or the American trooper, in his working clothes, 
with his campaign hat, his flannel shirt, his khaki 
breeches, and his canvas leggins, with his gun and his 
cartridge belt, is of a workmanlike aspect and fills the 
patriotic heart with joy. But his full dress uniform is 
about the slouchiest and most absurd envelope that ever 
disguised and defamed a deserving young athlete. In 
the first place, it is very ill-designed. Somebody in the 
War Department, doubtless an unfortunate blind from 
birth, designs the uniform in the first place. It is then 
issued, canned, in huge quantities from a nefarious place 
of manufacture known as the Schuylkill Arsenal, guar- 
anteed not to fit any human figure whatsoever, being 
designed for a composite person who does not exist, and 
apparently no tailor ever touches it after it is exhumed 
from cold storage. The result, as one sees it, on any 
parade on which our Regulars appear, is depressing. 
The National Guardsmen, who, one understands, do not 
shine by contrast with the Regular on the stricken field, 
undoubtedly shine by contrast with him in a street pro- 
cession. Nobody can behold a procession of these misfits 
without feeling that something ought to be done about it. 

That something the War Department has wisely un- 
dertaken to do by invoking the British tailor. For, as 
our Regular is probably the worst dressed in the world, 
so Thomas Atkins is pretty clearly the best dressed. 
The French infantryman is very nearly if not quite as 
slouchy and misfitted as the American. Though after 
Sedan we dallied for a while with the pickelhaube, we 
cannot really envy the Prussian infantryman with his 
successful appearance of having been solidly tinned and 
riveted, however we may admire the Lohengrin make- 
ups of officers of certain selected German corps. No. 
Whoever has observed the smartness and nattiness of 
Thomas Atkins as he lurks ogling his housemaids and 
swinging his switch at the corner of a London Square, 
must admit that Thomas is the best tailored of the forces 
of the world. He is himself distinctly aware of this fact, 
though his chances for comparison may have been limi- 
ted, and, as his bard has set forth, he has a tailor and 
that tailor is supple to his will— 

I carried my slops to the tailor; 
I sez to ’im ‘None o’ your lip! 
You tight ’em over the shoulder, 
And loose ’em over the ’ip, 
For the set of the tunic’s ‘orrid.” 
An’ ’e sez to me: “Strike me dead, 
But I thought you was used to the business!” 
An’ so 'e done what I said.

DECISIONS OF THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 

It is decided that existing orders require bandsmen to 
take the regular course in target practice and that orders 
do not forbid troop officers having a separate mess for 
themselves, 

The request from a company commander for permis- 
sion to establish and operate a barber shop for the bene- 
fit of the company was denied, as the post exchange is 
the proper organization to conduct a barber shop for the 
post, and as the establishment of company barber shops 
infringes on the functions of the exchange. 

As mess chests are not an absolute necessity, it is 
decided that they should not be furnished by the Quar- 
termaster’s Department, but that material for their 
construction be furnished, if available, whenever asked 
for. 

Col. Edward T. Miller, assistant quartermaster gen- 
eral of Ohio, recently inquired of the War Department 
whether, in the National Match to be held at Sea Girt, 
N.J., this year, skirmish teams will be required to carry 
the equipment and kits as provided in General Orders, 
No. 44, and Circular No. 29, War Department, current 
series, and if the matches will be conducted under the 
Firing Regulations of 1904 or those of 1906. In answer 
thereto he was informed that the executive officer of the 
National Match, to whom the question was referred, does 
pot consider that G.O. No. 44, and Circular, No. 29, are 
in any way applicable to the competitions to be held at 
Sea Girt this year, for the reason that when the National 
Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice formulated the 
rules and regulations for the National Match of 1906, as 
published in G.O. No, 56, War Department, current 
series, it had no cognizance of the changes in skirmish 
practice such as have been introduced in the Small Arms 
Firing Regulations of 1906, and published in the general 
order and circular beforementioned. The National Match 
of 1906, therefore, will be conducted under the terms of 
General Orders, No. 56, and the provisions of the Firing 
Regulations for Small Arms, If 

In applying the provision on page 1, Go. tl, Wh. 
1906, that in cases of men required to make good the time 
lost while absent without leave or in desertion, the proper 
date in the table will be subsequent to date of enlistment 
by a period equal to the time to be made good, in arriving 
at the proper credit for clothing at the settlement of 
June 30, 1906, it has been decided by the Paymaster Gen- 
eral, that in the cases where the absence causes the en- 
listment date to fall in a settlement period subsequent to 
that in which it would otherwise fall, the amount credited 
at settlement of Dec. 31, 1905, must be omitted from the 
credits, as it has been included in the settlement of June 
80, 1906. 1f the absence covered Dec. 31, 1905, and the 
credit was not extended, then the next preceding credit 
which was extended, should be omitted. Thus where a 
man was enlisted Dec. 18, 1904, and was absent without 
leave twelve days in October, 1905, three days in Novem- 
ber and December, 1905, and two days in April, 1906, ag- 
gregating seventeen days, and thus in contemplation of 
G.O. 71, throwing forward by that length of time the 
date of enlistment from Dec. 18, 1904, to Jan. 3, 1905, 
the credit which was given on Dec. 31, 1905, should, inas- 
much as it was included in the tables in G.O. 71, be omit- 
ted from the credits. The same would be true were the 
absence protracted to six months and seventeen days. In 
the same case extending the absence to one year and sey- 
enteen days, say from May 2, 1905, to May 18, 1906, the 
man not being in a duty status on Dec. 31, 1905, the only 
credit previously given, that for the first six months of 
his enlistment, should be omitted. In any case where the 
credit for three years for a mounted soldier exceeds $175, 
or for a foot soldier exceeds $170, the settlement should 
be referred to the Paymaster General for verification. In 
cases of men enlisting subsequent to June 30, 1905, the

REORGANIZING ORDNANCE DEPARTMENT. 

Officers of the Army will be interested in the following 
official statement as to the policy to be pursued in fulfil- 
ing the requirements of the act to reorganize the Ord- 
nance Department of the Army: 

“In carrying out the Act approved June 25, 1906, to 
increase the efficiency of the Ordnance Department, the 
policy will be to require, in accordance with the law, an 
examination as a condition precedent to detail for the 
first time in the Ordnance Department, which examina- 
tion must be open to competition. For subsequent detail 
in the same grade an examination wil] not be required, 
nor will such examination be required for detail to a 
higher grade if there shall have been sufficient service in 
the Department on the part of the candidate to enable an 
intelligent recommendation to be made by a board of offi- 
cers; otherwise there will be a qualifying examination,

“At the time of the approvai of the act there were four- 
teen vacancies in the Ordnance Department; the act cre- 
ated fourteen more, making twenty-eight in all. During 
the next four years the expiration of details and the re- 
tirement of officers will cause nineteen yacancies in the 
Department; so that there will be forty-seven vacancies 
to be filled. It is the intention to fill these vacancies grad- 
ually in the four years, by detailing, as nearly as may 
be, officers to fill one-quarter of the vacancies each year. 
For the first year eight officers have already been de- 
tailed, and an examination will be held about September 
next for the detail of four more, which will be to the 
grade of captain, and for which captains and first lieu- 
tenants will be eligible. The officers recommended will 
be detailed immediately upon the result of the examina- 
tion being known. In next February or March another 
examination will be held for the detail of captains or first 
lieutenants to the grade of captain in the Ordnance De- 
partment, and of first or second lieutenants to the grade 
of first lieutenant in that Department; these details to 
take effect on July 1, 1907, to fill the number which will 
be specified of the vacancies which will exist in 
grades. 

“A board of officers will be immediately assembled for 
the purpose of recommending eligible first lieutenants for 
detail as captains. Of these there are two, each of whom 
has passed an examination which was open to competition 
and one of whom has served for three years and the other 
for two years in the Ordnance Department. The detail 
of another first lieutenant in the Ordnance Department 
has been made to take effect on July 1 next, but as he has 
not passed the examination for captain nor had any ser- 
vice in that Department he will be subject to a qualifying 
examination before being eligible for detail as captain.”

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With the vast and burdensome increase of naval 
armaments now in progress in the great maritime na- 
tions of the world there has arisen a profound appre- 
hension as to how and when it is all going to end. The 
one sure thing is that it cannot continue indefinitely, 
There is already on both sides of the Atlantic a feeling 
that it is time to limit the further increase of naval 
construction by international agreement, but unfortu- 
nately those who favor that course entirely fail to show 
how it can be adopted. The intimation that England 
will introduce at the next conference at The Hague a 
motion for an agreement looking to disarmament has 
already provoked a hint from Germany that she will 
refuse to join in the conference, unless it is specifically 
understood that the question of disarmament shall not 
be considered. Meanwhile we have from Prof. James 
3ryce, the eminent British economist, sorae information 
concerning naval increase throughout the world which 
affords much food for serious reflection. According to 
his figures the British outlay for naval purposes in- 
creased from $83,000,000 in 1890, to $195,000,000 in 
1905; the expenditure of France increased from $39,000,- 
000 in 1890, to $58,400,000; Germany’s increase in the 
same period was from $16,550,000 to $48,900,000; Rus 
sia’s increase was from $20,450,000 to $58,000,000, and 
the increase of the United States was from $22,400,000 
to $82,750,000. The figures are sufficiently impressive 
in themselves, but are still more so when considered in 
connection with the fact that in not one of the countries 
named have population and wealth grown as rapidly as 
has naval expenditure. From this condition Professor 
Bryce concludes that the people are more and more 
heavily taxed or that an increasing proportion of rey- 
enues is spent for military purposes, and he holds that 
if the need for a reduction of armaments was great in 
1898, when the Czar called the first peace conference, it 
is still greater now. 

But how a reduction of armaments is to be effected is 
something that nobody has come forward to explain. 
Each of the maritime nations believes that its safety 
requires a large and growing fleet. They have been 
warned of the great importance of sea power, and by 
such writers as Captain Mahan and others they have 
been led to the conclusion that control of the sea is a 
first condition of victory and security: In short, we 
believe that the enormous increase in the naval burdens 
of the world in the last twenty years is due more to the ° 
writings of Captain Mahan and his disciples than to 
any other single cause. This opinion is not offered in 
any spirit of criticism; on the contrary, it is uttered in 
recognition of the powerful and, in the main, wholesome 
influence of a school of students and investigators who 
have virtually rewritten the naval history of the world 
and invested it with a broader and keener interest for 
modern readers. At last, however, a doubter has arisen 
to question the value of sea power, and to utter a vigor- 
ous word of dissent from the opinions of its partizans. 
This doubter is Mr. Fred T. Jane, the eminent English 
writer on naval subjects, whose present work, ‘Heresies 
of Sea Power,” is the result of some ten years of study 
and research. The conclusion to which he is led may be 
briefly stated in the following terms: Is the possession 
of sea power a guarantee that the nation possessing, 
using and needing it will win? “If history be found to 
answer ‘Yes’,” says Mr. Jane, “it can also be found to 
answer ‘No’.” 

Mr. Jane then enters upon a careful study of seven 
great naval beginning with the Peloponnesan 
war and ending with the Russo-Japanese war. He an- 
alyses the strategy and tactics employed in each of those 
wars and presents a specially valuable study of the naval 
operations of the war between Russia and Japan. Then, 
in a chapter on “Problems that Sea Power Does Not 
Solve” he discusses the paradoxes of the naval wars 
under review. There are two problems which have al 
ways confronted belligerents, he remarks, and which are 
just as far from solution as they were five thousand 
years ago, when Nile boats were battleships and the sea 
an unknown and untraversed tract. Those problems are: 

1. A fleet is between two hostile forces, each inferior to 
it, but which combined are its superior. What 
right course of action? 2. How can the weaker succeed 
in beating the stronger? In discussing these problems 
the author treats at length of Togo’s operations at Port 
Arthur and in the Sea of Japan. Speaking in the broad 
sense, Mr. Jane holds that in every war “the fittest to 
win were the eventual victors,” that these victors were 
often inferior to the enemy in tactics, in strategy in 
ships and in weapons, but that “they have never gone 
under before superior matériel or before superior 
weapons.” Taking the Japanese as “the fittest to win” 
in the late war, he holds that “fitness embodies little else 
the fixed kill the Good sea- 
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gineering—all these things may aid it, but apparently 
all are not -absolutely essential. If essential, or in so 
far as they are essential, the desire to kill the enemy 
will produce them. If good gunnery be essential to fit- 
ness to win, the fittest to win will of necessity be good, 
practical gunners, compelled thereto by instinct, though 
good gunnery will not of itself make them fit to win. 
* * * Knowledge is not fitness to win, but the spirit 
suggested by the men seeking after knowledge suggests 
the fitness. It suggests a very keen desire to kill the 
enemy in the day of battle. * * * Save in so far as he 
develops in his men and nation this fitness to win, the 
leader is of little more account than his officers, his men 
«nd the mass of the nation whence they all come. And 
ihe great men of history have not been those who have 
planned the most brilliant strategies, but those who 
have been able to carry out what they have planned 
through those below them being inspired with the single- 
hearted desire to destroy the enemy. The full possession 
of that desire has implied caution where caution was re- 
quired, rashness when rashness was the better way, 
cunning when cunning was needed, but always because 
of the fullness of the desire. It is the secret of victory 
in the world of nature and was as fully in evidence with 
battleships and destroyers in the Sea of Japan as with 
triremes round the islands of the Aegean in the cen- 
iuries long since dead. It was as great a power then as 
now, no greater and no less, since it alone is the eternal 
verity in the struggle to control the seas.” 

Mr. Jane realizes that these views may be displeasing 
to navy readers, but he explains that he is dealing, not 
with the navy, but with the race. It is probable also 
that his criticisms upon certain foreign navies will be 
resented by the members of those services. For example, 
he holds that the United States Navy and that of Japan 
are in danger of “‘going to seed.” In his opinion the 
ease with which they annihiliated the Spanish fleet did 
ithe Americans no good, but the dangers to which they 
are liable are nothing to the dangers threatening Japan 
ifter her signal victories over China and Russia. The 
very ease with which the Baltic fleet was annihilated, 
says Mr. Jane, “must ever be a terrible danger to 
Japan’s future efficiency,” his view being that it is likely 
to make the Japanese over-confident. ‘The United 
States Navy,’ Mr. Jane goes on to say, “is in a some- 
what different state, but its difference is of degree rather 
than aught else. The men have little to bind them to 
the Service, and a man who is a bluejacket this year 
may conceive that he had better be a dentist the next. 
The officers are mostly too old to have energy, they tend 
to be fond of ease and comfort and thoroughly self- 
satisfied. There are among them men distinctly other- 
wise. 'There are fine ships, but they do little war train- 
ing. There is very little fitness to be perceived. Yet 
America is a young nation and one takes it for granted 
that there is a latent fitness somewhere unperceived. 
There may be; America at any rate rests confident that 
it is there.” 

As for the French navy, Mr. Jane remarks that it 
is eaten into by the “steam yacht element,’ a wealthy 
junior officer on a French warship being by far the most 
important person on board. The Italian navy is no bet- 
ter off—Lissa ended Italy’s last naval war, and another 
Lissa is likely to end her next one. There is next to no 
genius in the German navy, says Mr. Jane, but it is 
thorough to the core, though in the matter of ships it is 
of no great account, occupying probably the fifth place. 
In a war with Germany, he continues, the French fleet 
would be crumpled up and destroyed more completely 
than were the French armies in 1871. Of the Japanese 
navy, the author doubts whether it excels in anything, 
and its percentage of genius is lower than that of any 
other navy. Even Togo never did much to merit the 
term of “genius.” 

Enough has been said to show that Mr. Jane has 
written an extremely interesting if not altogether con- 
vineing book, but whether his heresies of sea power are 
actually heresies is quite another matter. His doctrine 
that victory is won by those fittest to win is well enough 
in its way, but his definition of fitness is vague and un- 
satisfactory. He applies it to the personnel entirely, 
and refuses to admit that it may be made to include 
ships, guns, strategy and tactics. All things considered, 
we do not faney that Mr. Jane is likely to displace 
Captain Mahan as an authority on sea power. 

BIDS FOR THE NEW NAVAL VESSELS. 

Bids were opened at the Navy Department June 28 
for the construction of the 16,000-ton battleships Michi- 
gan and South Carolina, authorized by the Act of March 
3, 1905. It is understood that the plans for these vessels 
were delayed awaiting reports from our officers who were 
in the Far East during the Russo-Japanese war and 
who furnished some interesting data as a result of their 
observations. Bids were submitted for these vessels un- 
der two classes. Class one being according to the plans 
of the Navy Department for hull and machinery and 
class two following the plans of the Navy Department 
for the hulls of the vessels, but with bidders’ plans for 
machinery, preference being given to the turbine engine 
installation. The William Cramp Ship and Engine 
Building Co., of Philadelphia, submitted the lowest bid 
under class one for one of these vessels. Its bid was 
$3,540,000. The next lowest bid under class one was 
made by the New York Ship Building Co., of Camden, 
N.J., which offered to construct a ship for $3,585,000. 
The bid of the Newport News Ship Building and Dry- 
dock Co., under class one, was $8,673,000, and the Union 





Iron Works bid for one ship under class one $4,250,000. 

A great variety of bids were submitted by various 
ship building concerns under class two. The lowest bid 
in this class was that of the Fore River Ship Building 
Co., $3,689,000. This concern bid under class two with 
the idea of equipping the ships with Curtis steam turbine 
engines. A complete list of bids under class two follows: 
The New York Ship Building Co., $3,900,000 and $3,- 
850,000; the Newport News Ship Building and Drydock 
Co., $3,813,000, $3,963,000, $3,753,000, and $3,713,000; 
the Fore River Ship Building Co., $3,945,000, $3,820,000, 
$3,719,000, $3,780,000, $3,689,000; William Cramp & 
Co., $4,100,000. The variety in the bids under class two 
is due to the fact that the different concerns bid on dif- 
ferent weights for the machinery for the vessels. We 
recently published a full description of these ships. It 
has not yet been decided by the Navy Department what 
bids will be accepted. 

It is interesting to note in this connection that Secre- 
tary Bonaparte directed the New York and Mare Island 
Navy Yards also to bid for the construction of the 16,000- 
ton battleships South Carolina and Michigan. The Mare 
Island yard considerably underbid the New York yard, 
where the battleship Connecticut has been so success- 
fully constructed. The Mare Island bid was $3,657,773.- 
30, and the New York Navy Yard bid was $4,073,615. 
The lowest of these bids is more than $100,000 in ex- 
cess of the lowest bid made by the William Cramp Co. 
It will be observed that the Mare Island bid is lower 
than some of the bids made by private concerns, al- 
though higher than the two lowest bids made by the 
William Cramp Co., and the New York Ship Building 
Co. Under the law the Secretary of the Navy is au- 
thorized to have a ship constructed at a navy yard if 
he regards the private bids as exorbitant. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that either of these two vessels will be 
so constructed. 

While the estimate from the Mare Island Navy Yard 
for the construction of one of the new 16,000-ton battle- 
ships was probably very carefully prepared, there are 
scarcely any officers in the Navy Department who believe 
that the vessel could be constructed for the sum stated in 
the bid. , 
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The War Department is having a little mix-up over 
the promotions in the Infantry arm as a result of the 
recent retirement of Col. Samuel R. Whitall, 27th Inf., 
and the promotions to be brigader generals of Cols. S. 
P. Jocelyn, 14th Inf., and W. T. Duggan, 1st Inf. It 
is known that as a result of the retirement of Colonel 
Whitall, Lieut. Col. W. L. Pitcher will be promoted to be 
colonel of the 27th Infantry, and that the following pro- 
motions will follow: Major B. A. Byrne, 13th Inf., to 
be lieutenant colonel; Capt. H. C. Hale, 15th Inf., to be 
major; 1st Lieut. G. McCaskey, 25th Inf., to be captain, 
and 2d Lieut. K. S. Snow, 9th Inf., to be first lieutenant. 
It is impossible, as yet, to say what officers will be pro- 
moted vice Duggan and Jocelyn. No acceptance of 
the appointment to brigadier has yet been received from 
Colonel Jocelyn or Colonel Duggan. When the first accep- 
tance is received these promotions will occur: Lieut. Col. 
H. S. Foster, 12th Inf., to be colonel; Major I. H. 





_ French, to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. E, I’. Taggart, 


Sth Inf., to be major; Ist Lieut. IF. S. L. Price, 14th 
Inf., to be captain, and 2d Lieut. B. Tucker, 14th Inf., 
to be first lieutenant. The promotion of Major French 
to be a lieutenant colonel created a vacancy in the In- 
spector General’s Department, to which Major Z. W. 
Torrey, 24th Inf., has been detailed. When the second 
acceptance is received from either Colonel Jocelyn or 
Colonel Duggan these promotions will occur: Lieut. 
Col. J. C. Dent, 24th Inf., to be colonel; Major A. A. 
Augur, 29th Inf., to be lieutenant colonel; Capt. S. L. 
Faison (detailed to Q.M. Department), to be major; 1st 
Lieut. C. GC. Kinney, 9th Inf., to be captain, and 2d 
Lieut. J. E. Green, 25th Inf., to be first lieutenant. The 
promotion of Captain Faison creates a vacancy among 
the detailed captains in the Quartermaster’s Department 
which is to be filled in a day or two. It is as yet im- 
possible to say who will be colonel of the 16th Infantry, 
and who colonel of the 19th Infantry; that will depend 
also upon whether Colonel Jocelyn or Colonel Duggan 
accepts first. The former is now traveling in Europe, 
and the latter is with his regiment in the Philippines. 
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One of the names very prominently mentioned in con- 
nection with the expected vacancy in the office of pay- 
master general of the Navy is that of Pay Dir. Charles 
W. Littlefield, now general inspector, pay corps. It is 
said that Pay Director Littlefield has not only the sup- 
port of Paymaster General Harris, who is expected to 
retire on Aug. 1, but also that of Senator Hale, of Maine, 
chairman of the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs. Pay 
Director Littlefield was appointed to the Pay Corps from 
Maine. ‘There has been no definite announcement con- 
cerning the appointment further than that it would be 
finally settled on Aug. 1. It is expected that if Paymas- 
ter General Harris is superceded the whole bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts will be reorganized to some extent. 
Doubtless a new man would desire many officials of his 
own selection around him. Other officers who are believed 
to be under consideration for the possible vacancy are 
Pay Inspr. George W. Simpson and Pay Dir. J. N. Speel, 
The number of those eligible to succeed Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks Mordecai 'T’. Endicott when he 
retires next fall, becomes very limited by the passage of 
the Act of Congress providing that the vacancy shall be 
filled by men from the corps of civil engineers of the 


Navy who have been in the Service at least seven years 
before appointment to the head of the bureau. ‘Thus 
there are only fourteen men who could fill the place. 
Just now it seems that the most likely selection will be 
Harry Harwood Rousseau, now on duty at the Mare Isl- 
and Navy Yard. Before the recent law was passed by 
Congress there were many officers of the line seeking the 
place. 
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If the recommendation of the commandant of the 
School of Application for Cavalry and Field Artillery at 
Fort Riley receives the stamp of approval of the General 
Staff, which now has the subject under consideration, 
next spring, or to be exact, April 1, 1907, will see a class 
of non-commissioned officers selected from the Cavalry 
and Field Artillery at large, at that post for instruction 
in the School of Equitation and in field work. It is pro- 
posed that twenty-two non-commissioned officers from the 
Cavalry and eight from the Field Artillery be instructed 
in the course from April 1 to Oct. 15 of each year, the 
latter date being the ending of the new school year. Un- 
der the scheme as now outlined, the student officers, thir- 
ty-six in number, who will have completed their course in 
equitation by April 1 of each year, will be available as 
instructors and so have an opportunity of putting what 
they have learned into practice before joining their com 
mands. As this will also be the season for outdoor work, 
the non-commissioned officers could accompany the stu- 
dent officers and receive the benefit of this class of in- 
struction. In detailing non-commissioned officers to this 
school it is thought that the enlisted personnel would be 
greatly benefited, as the student upon his return to his 
organization would very naturally disseminate his enthu- 
siasm throughout his troop or battery among the enlisted 
personnel both as instructor and comrade, in a man- 
ner that would be impossible of accomplishment by the 
student officers. In the training school of the French 
army at Saumur, a large school is maintained of non- 
commissioned officers. 
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Orders will soon be issued by the War Department for 
the organization at Fort Riley, Kans., during the period 
of the summer camp, of a provisional regiment of field 
artillery consisting of the 4th and 7th Battalions, which 
consist of the 2d, 22d, 25th, 10th, 29th and 30th Batteries 
of Field Artillery. This regiment will be under the com- 
mand of a colonel who will be detailed shortly. The 4th 
Battalion is commanded by Major Hoyle, Art. Corps, and 
the 7th by Major Allen, Art. Corps, Besides these ar- 
tillery troops the 9th or Siege Battery of Artillery, com- 
manded by Major Millar, and the 5th, or Horse Bat- 
talion of Field Artillery, commanded by Major Adams, 
will engage in the exercises at Fort Riley. It is 
proposed that the maneuvers at Fort Riley shall have 
much to do with movements of Field Artillery organi- 
zations, 
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To erect a suitable monument to Commodore John 
Barry, the Revolutionary naval commander, Congress 
voted $50,000, The Friendly Sons of St. Patrick intend 
to add an equal sum. The monument is to be in Wash- 
ington. To select the site will be the duty of a commit- 
tee on arrangements, of which the Secretary of War, the 
Secretary of the Navy and other Cabinet officers will be 
members, Augustus Saint-Gaudens, the sculptor, will be 
asked to design the mcnument. Commodore Barry was 
one of the earliest Irish-Americans of distinction. He 
was born in Ireland in 1745, came over the Atlantic as a 
young man, settled in Philadelphia and received his ship 
from the Continental Congress when somewhat over 
thirty.

The New York Tribune says: “Unless George B. 
Winter, the British tailor engaged by Quartermaster 
General Humphrey to give some pointers to American 
cutters, stops talking he may be sent home. He has seri- 
ously embarrassed the War Department by his loquacity. 
Ile comes here on a harmless and insignificant errand, 
but his mission has attracted so much attention at home 
and abroad and stirred up the labor people, got on the 
nerves of the military tailors and produced such anxiety 
among Army officers regarding a possible change of uni- 
form, that the department authorities have come near 
voting him a nuisance.” 
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The bids for the construction of the new battleships 
Michigan and South Carolina compared with the navy 
yards estimates of the cost of one of the vessels prove 
that battleships cannot be constructed as cheaply by the 
Government as by private contractors who have no eight 
hour law to deal with. As there are at least two bids 
lower than the estimates of the Government yards there 
is no probability that either the Mare Island or the New 
York Navy Yard will be given the work of building 
either vessel. 
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From Fort Strong, Mass., June 21, 1906, a correspond- 
ent writes, saying: “I would like you to publish what 
I believe is the best score ever made by 10-inch guns in 
our Army, that is, 100 per cent. hits for the target year. 
This was done by the 46th Company, Coast Artillery, of 
this post, which made four hits last November and did 
the same thing this movth, The range last fall was about 
6,000 yards and this spring was about 6,000 yards. The 
time was very good in both cases.”

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THE FIFTY-NINTH CONGRESS. 

The following bills have received the approval and 
signature of the President, and become laws: S. 1442. 
An act to increase the efficiency of the militia and pro- 
mote rifle practice. S. 1649. An act providing for the 
retirement of petty officers and enlisted men of the Navy. 
S.R. 47. Granting condemned cannon for a statue to 
Governor Stevens T. Mason, of Michigan. S.R. 66. 
Authorizing the Secretary of War to receive for instruc- 
tion at the Military Academy at West Point Mr. José 


Martin Calvo, of Costa Rica. S. 3044. An act to pro- 
mote the efficiency of the Revenue Cutter Service. S.R. 
52. Authorizing the Secretary of War to donate to the 
board of trustees of Vincennes University, Vincennes, 
Ind., obsolete arms and other military equipments to be 
used in military instruction. S. 1540. An act to increase 
the efficiency of the Ordnance Department of the United 
States Army. S. 4109. An act to increase the efficiency 
of the Bureau of Insular Affairs of the War Department. 
S. 6333. An act authorizing the Secretary of War to ac- 
quire for fortification purposes, certain tracts of land on 
Deer Island, in Boston Harbor, Mass. H.R. 14171. An 
act making appropriations for fortifications and other 
works of defense for the armament thereof, for the pro- 
curement of heavy ordnance for trial and service, and for 
other purposes. 

The Senate on June 22 passed the Sundry Civil bill. 
Mr. Nelson led in an effort to strike out of the bill the 
provision prohibiting canteens at soldiers’ homes, but 
instead it was made stronger. The bill as passed carries 
an appropriation of about $102,400,000. It retains the 
House provision for a lock canal at Panama. 

In the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill as agreed upon 
by the Senate and House on June 27 is included a pro- 
vision for the participation of the Government in the 
Jamestown Tercentennial Exposition. It is provided that 
the Government exhibit shall include, among others, ex- 
hibits from the War and Navy Departments, the Revenue 
Cutter Service, the Army and the Navy. Any officers 
and employees of the Government who may be detailed to 
assist in the exposition, including the officers of the Army 
and Navy, shail receive no compensation in addition to 
their regular salaries, but they shall be allowed their ac- 
tual and necessary traveling expenses, together with a per 
diem in lieu of subsistence not to exceed four dollars. 
“The officers of the Army and Navy shall receive said al- 
lowance in lieu of subsistence and mileage now allowed 
by law, and the Seeretary of War and the Secretary of 
the Navy may, in their discretion, detail retired Army 
and Navy officers for such duty. Any provision of law 
which may prohibit the detail of persons in the employ 
of the United States to other service than that which 
they customarily perform shall not apply to persons de- 
tailed to duty in connection with said Jamestown Ter- 
centennial Exposition.” The Secretary of the Treasury 
shall cause suitable buildings to be erected for the Gov- 
ernment exhibit, including a building for use as a place 
of rendezvous for the soldiers and sailors of the U.S. 
Army and Navy and of the foreign navies and armies 
participating in the celebration; also a building for use 
as a place of rendezvous for the commissioned naval and 
Army officers participating in the celebration, 

The Senate on June 23 passed H.R. 16013, which 
directs the Secretary of War to procure a bronze medal 
to be presented to each of the several officers and en- 
listed men, and families of such as may be dead, who, 
having volunteered and enlisted under the calls of the 
President for the war with Spain, served beyond the 
term of their enlistment to help to suppress the Philip- 
pine insurrection. Also S, 3535, amended to authorize 
the President to appoint, with the consent of the Senate, 
John E. Phelps, late colonel, 2d Arkansas Cavalry, Vol- 
unteers, first lieutenant in the U.S. Army, and place 
him on the retired list with the rank and pay of a first 
lieutenant; the retired list to be increased by one for 
said purpose; no pay, allowances, bounty or other emolu- 
ments to be payable for any period prior to the passage 
of this act. 

The Senate on June 25 passed bills granting the fol- 
lowing monthly pensions: $12 to James 8S. King, late 
contract surgeon, U.S.A.; $12 to the widow of Passed 
Midshipman Jonathan H. Carter, U.S.N., war with 
Mexico; $50 to the widow of Brig. Gen. Fitzhugh Lee, 
U.S.A.; $20 to the widow of Capt. James S. Hall, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., and $40 to the widow of Capt. Duncan 
Kennedy, U.S.N. 

The Senate on June 27 passed S. 6463, waiving the age 
limit for admission to the Pay Corps of the U.S. Navy 
in the case of Frank Ilolway Atkinson, in consideration 
of his honorable service in the Navy during the Spanish 
war. 

The Senate and House Conference Committee on the 
disagreeing amendments to the Military Academy Ap- 
propriation bill, H.R. 18030, reached an agreement on 
June 25, the report being agreed to by the Senate on 
that day, and by the House on June 26. The Senate 
receded from its amendments promoting instructor of 
ordnance and science of gunnery from major to lieu- 
tenant colonel; striking out the word “military” before 
“engineering”; as to pay of civilian instructor in gym- 
nastics; exempting cadets from any charge in policing 
of barracks; providing for the purchase of table linen 
and equipment for cadet mess; and providing for the 
establishment of a children’s school at the Academy. 
The House receded from its amendments striking out 
“instructor” and inserting “professor” of military 
hygiene; providing extra duty pay for one first sergeant 
of Artillery; relating to pay of master mechanic; pro- 
viding for contingent expenses not otherwise provided 
for in the department of natural and experimental 
philosophy; increasing the amount for policing barracks; 
for improving the grounds of the post cemetery, the 
House receding and agreeing to a further amendment 
fixing the amount at $1,500 in place of $2,000; and 
giving authorization for completing necessary improve- 
ments at West Point. 

The Senate, on adverse report by the Committee on 
Military Affairs, has postponed indefinitely S. 1204, to 
award a medal of honor to Major John O. Skinner, surg., 
U.S.A., retired. 

The Senate has passed H.J. Res. 92, which authorizes 
the Secretary of War to deliver to the Confederate 
Memorial Library Society of Richmond, Va., all of the 
Confederate battle flags now in the custody of the War 
Department which it has been found impossible, after 
thorough investigation, to trace to the former owner- 
ship or custody of the troops of any particular State. 
Also H.R. 14975, amending Chapter 863, Volume 31, of 
the Statutes at Large, so as to authorize the President, 
upon the application of the Governor of any State hav- 
ing seacoast line or bordering on one or more of the 
Great Lakes, to direct the Secretary of the Navy to 
furnish to one well-established military school in that 
State, desiring to afford its cadets instruction in elemen- 





tary seamanship, one fully equipped man-of-war’s cut- 
ter for every twenty-five cadets in actual attendance, 
and such other equipment as may be spared and be 
deemed adequate for instruction in elementary seaman- 
ship. 

The Senate agreed in executive session on June 27 to 
take up the consideration of the Algeciras treaty, deal- 
ing with Moroccan affairs, on Dec. 5, and to vote on it 
not later than Dec. 12. The Administration has been 
very anxious that the Senate take action on the treaty at 
this session. If the treaty is ratified on or before Dec. 
12 there will still be enough time to get the ratification 
to Madrid. Action in the Senate on the treaty between 
the United States and Cuba acknowledging Cuban sover- 
eignty over the Isle of Pines will go over until next ses- 
sion. The resolution by Senator Morgan authorizing a 
committee to visit the island and investigate conditions 
will also fail of action at this session. 

The House has passed S. 6395, for the exchange of cer- 
tain lands in the Fort Douglas Military Reservation be- 
tween Le Grand Young and the Government. 

The Senate bill directing that a lock canal be construct- 
ed at Panama was passed by the House on June 27 with- 
out a word of debate. The General Deficiency Appropri- 
ation bill was passed after the committee of the whole 
had reinserted the provision validating, legalizing and 
confirming the collection of Philippine customs duties be- 
tween the date of the ratification of the Paris treaty and 
that of the passage of the Philippines Government bill. 
The bill carries a total of nearly $15,000, 

The House passed the General Deficiency bill on June 
27, and included an item: ‘For regular supplies for the 
Quartermaster’s Department on account of the fiscal 
year 1906, including all objects mentioned under this 
head in the Army appropriation act for the fiscal year 
1096, $500,000." Mr. Littauer explained that this is to 
meet the payment of bills or obligations now outstanding, 
but which will come in after the close of the fiscal year. 
The Quartermaster General estimates that that will not 
be sufficient to meet those bills by the Secretary of War. 
It was proposed to insert an item of $94,321 to replace 
detention buildings at the training station, Newport, R.I., 
destroyed by fire on Jan. 28, 1906, to be utilized in segre- 
gating recruits, but the point of order was raised against 
it and it was not allowed. 

During the consideration of a General Deficiency bill, 
H.R. 20403, in the House on June 26, Mr. Hull en- 
deavored to have included in it an item of $10,000 to 
reimburse officers and enlisted men of the Army who 
were on duty under orders in San Francisco during the 
recent fire in that city for loss of clothing and other 
personal effects sustained by them through said fire. Mr. 
Hull noted that a similar proviso for the benefit of the 
Navy had been passed in the Navy Appropriation bill, 
and said it would not be fair to refuse to allow it for 
the Army, who were compelled to leave everything and 
go out to do police duty and every other kind of work in 
the heart of the turmoil. ‘They had to go where they 
were ordered even if they lost everything they had on 
earth. Mr, Littauer raised the point of order against 
the proposed item, however, and the appropriation was 
not allowed in the bill. 

The House Committee on Claims has reported with- 
out amendment H.R. 17285, for the relief of 2d Lieut. 
Gouverneur V. Packer, 24th Inf.; also S. 4965, authoriz- 
ing the appointment of Harold L. Jackson, a captain on 
the retired list of the Army, as a major on the retired 
list of the Army, which passed the Senate on June 18. 

Mr. Bennet, of New York, has submitted to the House 
a resolution requesting the Secretary of the Navy, if not 
incompatible with the public interests, to send to the 
House the propositions submitted by the navy yards at 
New York and Mare Island for the building of the battle- 
ships authorized by chapter 214 of the Acts of the Fifty- 
eighth Congress.

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ACTION ON THE NAVY BILL. 


The text of the Navy bill as passed will be found on 
the next page. 

At the date of our last report of the disagreement be- 
tween the two houses of Congress on the Navy bill these 
amendment of the Senate were in dispute: 

No. 4.—Authorizing the Secretary to pay either mile- 
age or necessary expenses. 

Nos. 6 and 7.—Advancing one grade retired veterans 
of the Civil War in the Navy and Marine Corps. 

No. 13.—Appropriating $96,000 to maintain 
Royal naval station as a training station. 

No. 18.—Appropriating $65,000 for wireless station 
on the Pacific coast. 

No. 32.—Providing for a graving dock at Pensacola, 
to cost $1,400,000. 

No. 36.-—Appropriating $35,000 for reclaiming the 
‘Reef’ at Hawaii. 

No. 52.—Appointing two 
mathematics. 

No. 55.—Giving the commandant of the Marine Corps 
the rank of major general. 

There was also a dispute as to whether the amount to

be appropriated for reserve ammunition should be 
$2,000,000, as proposed by the House, or $2,300,000, as 
voted by the Senate. Nos. 6 and 7, concerning the pro- 
motion of officers of the Navy and Marine Corps on the 
retired list, had been accepted by the House with a modi- 
fication which we reported. The Senate amendment 
concerning the J.A. General’s Office, No. 10, was ac- 
cepted, modified so as to read as follows: “The solicitor 
in the office of the J.A. General of the Navy shall here- 
after receive an annual salary of $3,500 during the ser- 
vice of the present incumbent.” 

June 22 the Senate voted to further insist upon the 
disputed amendments and to reject the modifications on 
Nos. 6, 7 and 10, proposed by the House. The next day, 
June 23, the Senate finally accepted the amendment of 
the House to Nos. 6 and 7, and with reference to the 
promotion of retired officers, and the House amendment 
to No. 10 concerning the solicitor. 

The two Houses agreed upon an appropriation of 
$2,000,000 for reserve ammunition (No. 15,) and upon a 
modification of No. 18, so as to allow $65,000 for a wire- 
less station on the Pacific coast, striking out the proviso 
making it “immediately available.” The appropriation 
for the Hawaiian Reef was agreed upon with the same 
modification, 

The paragraph concerning armor and armament was 
altered so that the proviso concerning contracts for 
armor should not apply to contracts already executed. 
The House accepted No. 4, striking out the mileage 
clause, and No. 52, and the Senate abandoned No. 13, 
No. 32 and No. 55, and the bill was passed June 26. 

In the House Mr. Hull said, with reference to the 
allowance for hire of quarters for Navy officers who 
could not obtain public quarters: 

“There is a constant strife between the two arms of 
the Service, as they say, to be put upon an equality; 
but each time that one is put upon an equality it is 
found out afterwards that he goes a_ little beyond 
equality, and then the other arm begins to press up— 
never presses down. I have never found either of them 
to come and solicit Congress to equalize rank and pay 
downward. It is always to equalize up. * * * There is 
no limitation in this, and a man serving in any city of 
the United States could receive out of this appropria- 
tion rent for a house that would cost $5,000 a year and 
be within the law. Now, what I want is for the con- 
ferees, when they take this up again—and I hope they 
will—to limit the price of the room to $12, and give to 
each naval officer rooms according to his rank, as is 
done in the Army. If you will do this, we will have no 
further trouble about this room matter. If you do not 
do it, we sill be bothered here every Congress for as 
liberal a provision as is given here.” 

In the debate it was explained that the provision giving 
the District of Columbia an extra midshipman for 1908 
was put in at the suggestion of the President, who 
wishes to appoint ‘tan individual of special qualifica- 
tions.” 

In the debate on the promotion of retired officers Mr. 
Hull said: 

“I want to call the attention of the House to tie ef- 
fect of the language that is reported in the bill as an 
amendment of the Senate. It takes a man who is re- 
tired with the grade of commodore, which is equivalent 
to that of brigadier general in the Army, and makes 
him a rear admiral, with the grade of a major general. 
It takes a rear admiral of the junior grade, equal to a 
brigadier general, and gives him the senior grade, equal 
to a major general. I do not believe it is fair to adopt 
the Senate provision. The House only this month re- 
fused to give to nine officers of the Army, three of them 
medal-of-honor men, the additional grade above that of 
brigadier general. We want to stop this constant push- 
ing up if we can. And it ought to be stopped. If this 
amendment passes, it gives to every man on the retired 
list in the Navy exactly the provisions that the Army 
has. It is a copy of the Army law applied to the Navy. 
It touches no other feature, and it does seem to me that 
this House ought to be unanimous in coming to some 
agreement by which these two branches of the Service 
will have equality before the law.” 

“The Personnel bill made it the law that a rear ad- 
miral of the junior grade who was to be retired, who 
had had Civil War service, should be retired as a rear 
admiral of the senior grade. That never applied to the 
Army. -In the Army we never gave that additional 
grade to an officer above the grade of colonel. In the 
Navy they gave it to all officers up to the highest grade 
in the Navy. The President has tried to equalize this. 
I do not believe that a man who is a brigadier general 
of the Army, or a rear admiral of the junior grade of 
the Navy, with his three-quarters of his full pay of 
$5,500 a year and other privileges, gets as much as he 
ought to have for the rest of his life without rendering 
any service to the Government. (Applause.) Whether 
he is in the Army or Navy, that is true.” 

Mr. Gardner, of Michigan. “If this Senate amend- 
ment should become a law, is it not probable that there 
would at once be a movement as to all the brigadier 
generals and major generals retired from the Army to 
advance them another grade, in harmony with the action 
in regard to the Navy?” 

Mr. Hull. “Without any doubt as to brigadier gen- 
erals. The Committee on Military Affairs has met at 
every session of Congress since the Personnel bill passed 
to make our law liberal enough to take in the brigadier 
generals and make them major generals. If Congress 
deliberately passes this provision now, Congress ought 
to pass a law putting the Army on an equality with the 
Navy. I am opposed to raising the Army up, and I 
am opposed to raising the Navy up any farther than the 
law now provides for the Army.” (Applause.) 

Mr. Perkins. ‘There are naval officers who served 
with a higher rank in the Civil War who now stand 
lower than those who served under them in the war, 
and who are receiving a smaller compensation. Men 
who were captains in the Civil War are receiving 
smaller retired pay than those who served as lieutenants 
under them. It seems to me, Mr. Speaker, if the object 
of this motion is understood by the House, that it merely 
takes a small body of old men who served honorably 
during the Civil War, who have by the accident of legis- 
lation been omitted from the rewards given to their 
juniors, and gives them precisely the same measure, 
there is not a man in this House who, understanding the 
proposition, will not see its justice and support it.” 

It will be observed that the amendment offered by Mr. 
Hull was adopted in place of the Senate amendment. 

As to the drydock at Pensacola Mr. Foss said: “The 
dock at Pensacola was stricken out of the bill as it came 
into the House. It is not simply a question of providing 
a dock at Pensacola. We have a floating dock there to- 
day, but the moment you provide another dock, it means 
an enlargement of the yard, it means a building of new 
shops and one thing and another necessary for the repair 
of ships. I think our equipment for the repair of ships 


as our Navy is at present constituted is perfectly able 
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to take care of all ordinary work, and consequently I 
hope that this motion will be voted down.’ A) 

Mr. Rixey. “Admiral Endicott was asked: ‘Suppose 
you get one or two, where would you prefer to_have 
them?’ Admiral Endicott said: ‘Pensacola first, Puget 
Sound second, and Solomons Island, in Chesapeake Bay, 
third.” He then went on to state that he did not attach 
as much importance to a floating drydock as he did to 
q graving dock.” 
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NAVAL BILL AS PASSED. 
following is the act “making appropriations for the 
naval service for the fiscal vear ending June 3, 1907, and 
for other purposes,” as it becomes a law. 
Pay of the Navy, $20,269,637; pay 
$650,000, 


Provided, That the Secretary of the Navy may, in his dis- 
cretion, require the whole or a part of the bounty allowed 
upon enlistment to be refunded in cases where men are dis- 
charged during the first year of enlistment, by request, for 
inaptitude, as undesirable, or for disability not incurred in 
line of duty. 

‘'o reimburse officers and enlisted men of the Navy and 
Marine Corps who were on duty under orders in San Fran- 
cisco during the recent fire in that city for losses of clothing 
and other personal effects by them through said fire, $7,000, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary: Provided, That such 
reimbursement shall be made under regulations to be pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Navy and upon vouchers to 
be approved by him in each case. 

That any officer of the Navy not above the grade of cap- 
tain who served with credit as an officer or as enlisted man 
in the Regular or Volunteer forces during the Civil War 
prior to April 9, 1865, otherwise than as a cadet, and whose

Corps, and who has heretofore been, or may hereafter be, 
retired on account of wounds or disability incident to the Ser- 
vice, or On account of age or after forty years’ service, may, 
in the diseretion of the President, by and with the advice and 
consent of the Senate, be placed on the retired list of the 
Marine Corps with the rank and retired pay of one grade 
above that actually held by him at the time of retirement:

but fifteen per centum less pay than when on sea duty; but 
this provision shall not apply to warrant officers commissioned 
under See. 12 of this act,’’ be, and the same is hereby re- 
pealed, 

‘That all chaplains now in the Navy above the grade of 
lieutenant shall receive the pay and allowances of lieutenant 
commander in the Navy according to length of service under 
the provisions of law for that rank, and all chaplains now in 
the Navy in the grade of lieutenant shall receive their present 
sei pay when on shore duty: Provided, That naval chaplains 
hereafter appointed shall have the rank, pay and allowances 
of lieutenant (junior grade) in the Navy until they shall have 
completed seven years of service, when they shall have the 
rank, pay and allowances of lieutenant in the Navy; and lieu- 
tenants shall be promoted, whenever vacancies occur, to the 
grade of lieutenant commander, which shall consist of five 
numbers, and when so promoted shall receive the rank, pay

Provided further, That from and after the passage of this 
act the allowances of civil engineers and professors of mathe- 
muties in the Navy shall be the same as are or may be pro- 
vided by or in pursuance of law for naval constructors, and 
the allowances of assistant civil engineers the same as for 
assistant naval constructors.

Provided, That the accounting officers of the Treasury are 
hereby authorized and directed to allow, in the settlement of 
accounts of disbursing officers involved, payments made under 
the appropriation ‘‘Contingent, Navy,’’ to civilian employees 
appointed by the Navy Department for duty in and serving 
at naval station maintained in the island possessions during 
the fiseal year 1907. 

The Solicitor in the office of the Judge Advocate General of 
the Navy shall hereafter receive an annual salary of $3,500 
during the services of the present incumbent.

Provided, That hereafter enlisted men, discharged on ac- 
count of expiration of enlistment, shall receive in lieu of 
transportation and subsistence, travel allowance of four cents 
per mile from the place of discharge to the place of enlist- 
ment, for travel in the United States. ..

pound of macaroni, 4 ounces of cheese, 4 ounces of tomatoes, 
1-2 pint of vinegar or sauce, 1-4 pint of pickles, 1-4 pint of 
molasses, 4 ounces of salt, 1-2 ounce of pepper, 1-8 ounce of 
spices, and 1-2 ounce of dry mustard. Seven pounds of lard, 
or a suitable substitute, shall be allowed for every 100 pounds 
of flour issued as bread, and such quantities of yeast and 
flavoring extracts as may be necessary. 

‘See. 1581. The following substitution for the components 
of the ration may be made when deemed necessary by the 
senior officer present in command: ‘For 1 1-4 pounds of salt 
or smoked meat or 1 pound of preserved meat, 1 3-4 pounds 
of fresh meat or fresh fish, or 8 eggs; in lieu of the articles 
usually issued with salt, smoked or preserved meat, 1 3-4 
pounds of fresh vegetables: for 1 pound of biscuit, 1 1-4 
pounds of soft bread or 18 ounces of flour; for 3 gills of 
beans or peas, 12 ounces of flour or 8 ounces of rice or other 
starch food, or 12 ounces of canned vegetables; for 1 pound 
of condensed milk or evaporated cream, 1 quart of fresh milk; 
for 3 ounces of dried or 6 ounces of canned or preserved fruit, 
9 ounces of fresh fruit; and for 12 ounces of flour or 8 
ounces of rice or other starch food, or 12 ounces of canned 
vegetables, 3 gills of beans or peas; in lieu of the weekly al- 
lowance of 1-4 pound of maraconi, 4 ounces of cheese, 1-2 
pint of vinegar, 1-4 pint of pickles, 1-4 pint of molasses, and 
1-8 ounce of spices, 3 pounds of sugar, or 1 1-2 pounds of 
condensed milk, or 1 pound of coffee, or 1 1-2 pounds of 
canned fruit, or 4 pounds of fresh vegetables, or 4 pounds 
of flour. 

‘**An extra allowance of 1 ounce of coffee or cocoa, 2 
ounces of sugar, 4 ounces of hard bread or its equivalent, and 
4 ounces of preserved meat or its equivalent shall be allowed 
to enlisted men of the engineer and dynamo force who stand 
night watches between 8 o’clock post meridian and 8 o’clock

No person shall be admitted fcr instruction at the Na- 
val Academy at Annapolis from any foreign country ex- 
cept upon authority of law hereafter enacted. 


Hereafter the Secretary of the Navy shall, as soon as possi- 
ble after June 1 of each year preceding the graduation of 
midshipmen in the succeeding year, notify in writing each 
Senator, Representative and Delegate in Congress of any 
vacancy that will exist at the Naval Academy because of such 
graduation, or that may occur for other reasons, and which 
he shall be entitled to fill by nomination of a candidate and 
one or more alternates therefor.

therefor; 


Three torpedoboat destroyers, to have the highest prac- 
ticable speed, and to cost, exclusive of armament, not to 
exceed $750,000 each. The usual proviso concerning bid- 
ding follows. 


Provided, That the limit of cost, exclusive of armor and 
armament, of the battleship Connecticut, authorized by the 
Act of Congress approved July 1, 1902, be increased to $4,600,- 
000, and that the limit of cost, exclusive of armor and arma- 
ment, of each of the two training vessels authorized by the 
Act of Congress approved March 3, 1903, be increased ‘to 
$410,000: And provided further, That the limit of cost, ex- 
clusive of armor and armament, of-each of the two ecolliers 
authorized by the Act of Congress approved April 27, 1904, 
be increased to $1,550,000. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized, in his dis- 
cretion, to contract for or purchase subsurface or submarine 
torpedoboats, to an amount not exceeding $1,000,000, after 
such tests as he shall see fit to prescribe, to determine the 
comparative efficiency of the different boats for which bids 
may be submitted: Provided, That such tests shall take place 
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within nine months from the date of the passage of this act; 
and for such purpose the sum of $500,000 is hereby appro- 
priated.

Armament and armor of domestic manufacture for ves- 
sels authorized, $15,145,000. 

Provided, That no part of this appropriation shall be ex- 
pended for armor for vessels, except upon contracts for such 
armor when awarded by the Secretary of the Navy, to the 
lowest responsible bidder, having in view the best results 
and most expeditious delivery, but the provision shall not ap- 
ply to or interfere with contracts for such armor already en- 
tered into, signed and executed by the Secretary of the Navy.

VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 

The U.S. coast defense monitor Florida, Comdr, Chas. 
W. Bartlett, U.S.N., came into Hampton Roads June 25 
from Annapolis, disabled. The Florida had detail mnid- 
shipmen from the Naval Academy aboard on their an- 
nual cruise. While steaming down Chesapeake Bay June 
2”” the vessel broke one of its main shafts, and came into 
the Roads under one screw. 

According to the official report which has reached the 
Navy Department, the new battleship Georgia, construct- 
ed by the Bath Iron Works, made 19.26 knots during the 
recent speed trial over the Rockland course. The show- 
ing is regarded as very encouraging by officials of the 
Navy Department. 

The cruiser Charleston, with Secretary of State Root 
on board, will sai] from New York for South America on 
July 4. Two or three stops will be made in Brazil before 
Mr. Root reaches Rio de Janeiro, where the Pan-Ameri- 
can Conference will be in session. 

The Chief of the Bureau of Yards and Docks Mordecai 
T’. Endicott, who is also a member of the Isthmian Canal 
Commission, went to Panama with the other members of 
the Commission on June 28. The Commission will be 
absent several weeks. 

The following is the degree of completion of vessels 
under construction for the U.S. Navy on June 1: Bat- 
tleships—Virginia, 99.95 per cent.; Nebraska, 94; Geor- 
gia, 06.70; New Jersey, 100; Connecticut, 97.41; Louisi- 
ana, 100: Vermont, 85; Kansas, 82.2; Minnesota, 89.76;

Estimates of the cost of construction of a ferryboat for 
use between Newport, R.I., and the torpedo station at 
that place have been received at the Navy Department 
from several yards, No decision has been reached as to 
what yard shall be given the work. The Navy Depart- 
ment has authorized the expenditure of $60,000 for the 
vessel, 

The battleship Connecticut will probably be ready for 
active service in two or three months. For the past few 
weeks work on the vessel has been practically at a stand- 
still on account of the lack of funds. After July 1 enough 
money will be available to make possible the rapid com- 
pletion of the new battleship. 

Some of the ideas which will probably be developed in 
our new battleships are skeleton masts and yards; 12-inch 
guns for offense, torpedo defense guns of not less than 
3-inch caliber, and no intermediate battery; an increase 
in the height of the gun positions, low smokestacks, flat- 
topped tandem turrets with no observation hood. 

The employeés of the Government at all of the navy 
vards of the country will be given half holidays on Sat- 
urdays during July, August and September, according to 
an executive order which has been signed by President 
Roosevelt. A previous order gave this privilege to the 
employees of the Washington Navy Yard, but did not af- 
fect the others. Now it has been extended to all. 

The examination of fifty candidates for appointment 
as assistant paymasters of the Navy was concluded at the 
Washington Navy Yard this week. It will probably be 
a week or ten days before the results are announced, 
The indications are that there will be more than enough 
successful candidates to fill the thirteen vacancies which 
now exist. Very soon after the selections have been made 
the Naval Pay Oificers’ School will be convened at the 
Washington yard. 

The 16,000-ton battleship New Hampshire will be 
launched on June 30 at 8 o'clock in the forenoon at the 
works of the New York Shipbuilding Company in Cam- 
den, NJ. The speed trial of the cruiser Milwaukce, 
Wnilding at the Union Iron Works, San Francisco, will 
be held on July 25. Comdr. Charles A. Gove was select- 
ed to command the Milwaukee on June 26, according to 
an announcement made at the Navy Department. Com- 
mander Gove is now on duty in the Bureau of Equip- 
ment, le will leave Washington within ten days for San 
Francisco, where he will supervise the equipment of the 
vessel which he is to command. When it became gener- 
ally known throughout the Navy Department many offi- 
cers went to the Bureau of Equipment and congratulated 
Commander Gove on his new duty. He has wanted to 
have command of the Milwaukee for many weeks, and 
was greatly pleased when assigned to the duty. The 
builder's speed trial of the new battleship Nebraska will 
he held in Puget Sound on July 16. The Nebraska is he- 
ing built by the Moran Bros. Co., of Seattle,

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INFORMATION FOR STATE TROOPS. 

The War Department has issued a circular giving the 
organized State troops information as to their relations 
to the National Government. ‘The bill amending Sec. 
1661, Rev. Stat., is quoted. This increases the annual 
appropriation for the militia to two millions of dollars, 
to be apportioned according to representation in Con- 
gress to States having at least one hundred militia to 
each Senator and Representative. The circular specifies 
the purposes for which the money may be expended; 
how articles authorized for distribution are to be ob- 
tained from the War Department and how accounted for; 
how the amount to be allowed each State is to be de- 
termined and allotted. Militia organizations are to re- 
ceive Army pay and allowances during the period de- 
voted to actual field or camp service for instruction. 
Each organization participating in the allotment must 
engage in practice marches or go into camp at least five 
days, and assemble for drill or target practice not less 
than twenty-four times annually and be inspected an- 
nually. The circular also publishes the following: 

“Regulations governing property accountability: Pro- 
cedure which will govern in acquiring property for 
shooting galleries and target ranges and for their con- 
struction, equipment and maintenance; in obtaining 
money and supplies and in the disbursement of money 
so obtained. Digest of decisions of the Comptroller of 
the Treasury relative to pay disbursable under Sections 
14 and 15 of the ‘Act to promote the efficiency of the 
Militia,’ approved Jan. 21, 1903.”

ject. These amounts constitute the minimum limits of expendi- 
ture for the promotion of rifle practice required by the De- 
partment, but it should be expressly understood that no mini- 
mum limitation of amount has been fixed, the Governors of the 
States and Territories having discretionary authority to expend 
for this purpose in excess of such minimum requirement any 
amount out of the balance of the allotment to the State or Terri- 
tory for other purposes, as in their judgment may be deemed 
proper.

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THE NAVAL ACADEMY. 


Annapolis, Md., June 26, 1906. 

A glaring want of the Naval Academy is the need of regular 
instruction in swimming and opportunity for practice. Some 
ears ago swimming was very much encouraged and every mid- 
hipman was required to learn. Now it is said the midshipmen 
have almost no opportunity to be in the water for any length 
of time, and there is no swimming instructor. Doubtless this 
; due to the unsettled condition of affairs on account of the 
creat changes taking place at the Academy. The present ath- 
letie instructors have entirely too much on their hands. Messrs. 
strohm and Steffens are both excellent men and gymnastic 
work at the Academy is improving all the time, but 900 young 
men are too many for two men to handle. It has been sug- 
gested that they be given assistance in the shape of some 
vigorous American athlete who is a thorough boxer and wrest- 
er. For two seasons the Jap, Yamishita, has been getting 
2100 a week for three lessons of an hour each and his instruc- 
tion has been almost valueless. The midshipmen also com- 
Jain of the scarcity of small sailing craft. Neither the sailing 
or swimming races were held this spring as usual. Finally, it 
ioes not look as if the gymnasium facilities will be of the best 
vhen the Naval Academy buildings are completed. A building

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ARTILLERY CAMP AT FORT HOWARD. 
Fort Howard, Md., June 26, 1906. 
The companies of Coast Artillery in the Artillery District of 
concentrated at Fort Howard, Md., and went 
guns for a week.

The men and offi- 
cers enjoyed the novel experience very much, and it was the 
consensus of opinion that more real pleasure and satisfaction 
was experienced than during the maneuvers last June. 

Another important feature of this encampment was the 
perfect score made by the 21st and 103d companies at mot- 
tar practice. Quite a number of companies have recently 
made 75 per cent, as reported in your columns, but it re- 
mains for these two companies to be the first to make 100 per 
cent. Capt. Godwin Ordway was battery officer, Lieut. F. H. 
Lincoln was range officer and Lieuts. J. D. Watson and W. F. 
Morrison were pit officers. The plotting and predicting were 
done by Sergeant Edwin C. Brook, 103d Company. The gun 
arm and deflection connection device is one designed by Lieuts. 
F. H. Lincoln and H. G. Brown. Lieut. Brown was formally 
assigned to the 103d Company and it is to these two officers 
oa great credit should be given for this excellence in mortar 

ring. 

Col. H. R. Anderson, A.C., is by training a field artillery- 
man, having spent most of his time in that branch of the Ser- 
vice, and was in command of one of the provisional regi- 
ments to develop the handling of such a unit with the new 
field pieces; but he has also shown his ability as an excep- 
tionally capable Coast Artilleryman by the manner in which 
the program for this encampment was arranged and carried 
out, and also by the innovations of night practice, that he is 
a man of ideas. He had the able assistance of Lieut. Clar- 
ence Deems, A.C., district adjutant, who worked out with 
painstaking care all the details. The searchlights, communica- 
tion and emplacement lights were perfect and not one break- 
down occurred during the entire week, and Capt. W. M. Cruik- 
shank, Engineer Officer, was tireless in inspections, and im- 
provements.

NEW YORK CAMP. 


Both the 69th and 23d Regiments, N.G.N.Y., which occu- 
pied jointly the camp near Peekskill from June 16 to 23, were 
complimented by Major General Roe at the end of the tour for 
the work performed, which the General said was very satisfac- 
tory. ‘The weather, which was rainy a large part of the week, 
interfered considerably with the camp tour, but every oppor- 


tunity was taken advantage of to gain instruction. The 69th 
Regiment, under command of Col. Edward Duffy, had 548 
o'ticers and men present out of a membership of 672, a percent- 
ave of attendance of 81.25, which was highly creditable. The 
23d Regiment, under Col. William A. Stokes, out of an ag- 
gregate membership of 803, had only 531 officers and men 
present, its percentage being 66.01. 

When Colonel Duffy’s command arrived at Roa Hook sta- 
tion, it quickly detrained, and so effective was the work of 
Lieuts. P. E. Nagle and T. L. Reynolds, of the quartermaster’s 
department, supervised by Capt. J. A. Delany, that in twenty- 
one minutes the regiment, with all its tentage and other camp 
equipage, had marched the mile up hill and into the camp. 
‘ents were promptly erected, and rations were served one 
hour after the regiment arrived. 

Both regiments pitched their camps while the rain came down 
in torrents, and it was dreary work, the men being soaked 
despite the use of ponchos. Owing to the rain the customary 
evening parade was omitted, and the two regiments paraded 
next morning at eight o'clock, as a brigade in command of 
Col. Edward Duffy, with Capt. John R. Foley acting as A.A.G. 

hese brigade parades were continued on evenings during the 
week with great success, Colonel Duffy alternating with Col. 
\V. A. Stokes, of the 23d, in command. Capt. J. H. Ingraham, 

f the latter regiment, acted as A.A.G. with Colonel Stokes. 

Never was there a more cordial feeling, between two com- 
mands, than between the 69th and 23d, and many were the 
courtesies each extended to the other. There were entertain- 
ments by officers and enlisted men, and a good fellowship 
iardly ever seen in camp between two organizations before. 

In the beginning each organization realized that it had 
plenty to learn, the 69th the more so perhaps by reason of its 
many new officers, and its poor armory accommodations. The 
wisdom of the policy pursued by general headquarters in in- 
isting on the maintenance by each organization of its own 
csuard lines, when two regiments are on duty, is questioned. 
Officers generally believe that guard duty, like the ceremony of 
suard mounting, should be performed jointly by the two or- 
canizations, as it would then allow each command more men 
for drill. As it was, owing to the numerous details for one 
purpose or another, the present system robs the various com- 
panies of many men who should be with their commands in 
order that they might receive instruction, which they are sup- 
posed to get at the biennial encampments of their organization. 
Many skeleton companies responded to the ‘‘assembly” for drill 
n consequence, and some were consolidated with others in 
order that they might make a respectable showing. 

Gen. Charles F. Roe, the commander of the State troops, had 
the field and staff officers of the 23d and 69th Regiments out 
each day for instruction in horsemanship, and at the end of 
the week the result of his valuable lessons was very evident. 
The encampment was one of the most successful and profitable 
to officers and men alike. With two regiments in camp there 
is a natural and wholesome rivalry and a desire on the part 
of officers and men generally to excel. 

Capt. Henry G. Lyon, U.S.A., as he did with previous or- 
ganizations on duty, gave valuable instruction to officers and 
non-coms. On one occasion, he gave a practical demonstra- 
tion with company non-commissioned officers in squad move- 
ments. The non-coms. formed a company with Captain Lyon 
in command. The correct method of executing ‘‘squads right” 
and “squads left’? was shown, also the proper way of executing 
the side steps for ‘‘dressing’’ purposes. Captain Lyon used 
first the right squad and then the left, and then took each platoon 
in turn. He had a most interested audience in the officers 
as the demonstration immediately followed their school of in- 
struction. Both Colonels Stokes and Duffy highly commended 
the work of Captain Lyon. 

The paper work of both the 69th and 23d Regiments was of 
the most excellent description, and while all the companies are 
more or less entitled to praise, the books of Co. I, of the 69th, 
Captain Healy, kept by Private Buckley, were declared to be 
a model of perfection. About 3 a.m. on June 23 there was a 
military movement that was not exactly on the program. It 
seems that Colonel Duffy, of the 69th, although tired with the 
exertions of the previous day, was determined not to be caught 
asleep. He had a suspicion that Colonel Stokes might be 
enterprising enough to try and capture the 69th bag and bag- 
gage. To prevent such a calamity Colonel Duffy had ten rounds 
of blank ammunition issued to every man, and gave orders 
that every man, asleep or awake, keep his gun by his side. 

Sergeant Murphy, formerly of the 8th U.S. Inf., with a de- 
tail of men, was sent out to quietly watch what the 23d were 
doing. In due time the latter were discovered preparing to 
attack the camp of the 69th, a warning shot was fired and 
the 69th, which had quietly assembled, rushed to the point of 
danger, and were firing into the ranks of the 23d before that 
command had completed its formation for attack. Having dis- 
posed of the 23d Colonel Duffy ordered “recall” sounded and 
the 69th then returned to camp and went to sleep. 

As a last evidence of good will the quartermaster’s detail of 
the 69th helped the 23d load its equipage on the train at 
Roa Hook station, and then tackled their own baggage. The 
night previous Colonel Duffy and his officers entertained Gen- 
eral Roe and staff and Colonel Stokes and staff at dinner. 

Captain Lyon, U.S.A., was particularly impressed with the 
physical appearance of the 69th, which he considered a nearer 
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approach to the Regular Army standard, than that of any regi- 
ment he had previously seen at camp this season. 





MASSACHUSETTS. 


By the recent retirement of Lieut. Thomas F, Edmands, 
for the last thirty-three years commander of the 1st Corps 
of Cadets of Massachusetts, the State loses one of the most 
efficient officers, and one who has devoted the greater part of 
his life to the interests of the militia. The Colonel. was known 
as a most conscientious and painstaking officer. He has at- 
tended to his duties under the most trying conditions, his health 
having been extremely poor, while for the last six months his 
eyes have failed him. . 

Major Thomas Talbot was last week unanimously chosen 
commander of the ist Corps of Cadets, to succeed Edmands. 
He is a son of the late ex-Governor Talbot, and resides in 
North Billerica. He is superintendent of the Talbot woolen 
mills, and is thirty-three years old. At the beginning of the 
Spanish war he enlisted in the 6th Regiment and went to 
Porto Rico under Colonel Rice, U.S.A. He was afterward 
made a captain in the 26th Regiment, U.S.V., and went to 
the Philippines with Colonel Rice. On his return he again 
joined the 1st Corps of Cadets as a private, and late in 1901 
was made captain, his election being unanimous. Jan. 18, 
1902, he was elected major of the corps. A 

Speaking of the recent tour of camp duty of the 2d Regiment 
of Massachusetts the Boston Globe says in part: 

“The regiment never performed a better tour of duty on the 
field, everyone appearing to do his best. One great secret of 
this was the officers were constantly on the alert, paying 
strict attention to duty and correcting every little error that 
came under their notice. 

“The policing of camp and the cleanliness of quarters was 
a great feature; discipline was good; military courtesy very 
poor, but improved later in the week; ceremonies very fair, 
but lacked snap, which is always a strong feature with eastern 
regiments. Considering the small opportunity the regiment has 
for coming together, the drills, both battalion and regimental, 
were fair. 

“The commissary and quartermaster’s department, in the 
hands of Gen. Fred B. Carpenter and Brig. Gen. William B. 
Emery, worked well and few complaints were heard, while 
Brig. Gen. Embury P. Clark, with his assistant adjutant gen- 
eral, Lieut. Col. Walter L. Sanborn, kept things moving from 
the moment the regiment came on the field. 

“The maneuvers that were arranged for June 14 and 15 were 
most instructive tours for both officers and enlisted men, 
and to Lieutenant Ryan, 11th Cav., U.S.A., the thanks of the 
regiment are due. Throughout the week the lieutenant spent 
the greater part of his time in instructive talks to the officers, 
and his presence in camp was most beneficial to all concerned.” 

The camp tour of the 6th Regiment, under Col. George H. 
Priest, from June 16 to 23, was a very beneficial one; 726 
officers and men were on duty.

B. F. S. asks: Is a turret captain who is otherwise qualified 
but without the one year’s sea service as first class or chief 
gunner’s mate required in the Navy Regulations, eligible for 
gunner? Answer: If not an ex-apprentice he must have com- 
pleted six years’ service in training or cruising vessels. If 
an enlisted man distinguishes himself in battie or otherwise 
by extraordinary heroism he may be promoted to warrant rank 
if found fitted. 

EX-BLUEJACKET asks: (1) If the men holding certifi- 
cates of graduation from the following schools are still en- 
titled to $2 per month: electrical school, seaman gunner, gun 
captain, petty officers? Answer: Yes. (2) What rating marks 
do they still wear for such schools? Answer: There are no 
special marks for schools except that seaman gunners wear a 
bursting shell. (3) Can I get money for a certificate upon 
re-enlistment, being out of the Service for three years? An- 
swer: See Art. 864, Naval Regulations. 


G. T. D. asks: Can a chief yeoman with a permanent ap- 
pointment with experience of five years, both as clerk and 
pay yeoman in the Pay Department, have his rating changed 
to chief commissary steward with the rate of pay of $70 per 
month? Answer: Yes, if the commander thinks him capable 
and there is a vacancy in the complement of the ship. 

O. W. B. asks: What steps are necessary to get the Indian 
Wars medal? ‘To whom to apply, how, and what Indian cam- 
gaigns are necessary to give a right to the medal? I was on 
every Indian campaign under Mackenzie for nearly twenty 
years, when he was colonel of my regiment (4th Cavalry) until 
1888, and I should think that I am entitled to the medal. 
Answer: You are entitled to the medal if you were in the 
Army on Jan. 12, 1905, the date of the promulgation of the 
order awarding campaign medals. Application for same should 
at the proper time be made to the War Department, Wash- 
ington, D.C.

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CAMP CONNELL. 


Camp Connell, Samar, P.I., May 8, 1906. 

For the purpose of exterminating pulajanism, the island of 
Samar has been judiciously divided into districts or zones of 
operation, to which the various military organizations have 
been assigned. Scouting parties are sent throughout these 
districts so as to keep the pulajanes busy moving from place 
to place and thus reduce them to starvation or compel them to 
surrender. Major Johnston and his battalion, formerly ssta- 
tioned at Camp Connell, are now on the east coast oper- 
ating in the district south of the Ulat river. This district ex. 
tends into the interior as far as the mountains back of Basey 
and Balangiga, at which places are stationed respectively Co. 
K, 24th Inf., in command of Captain McMasters. North of 
the Ulat river on the east coast, a district extending as far as 
the Catubig valley is in command of Major Hutton and his 
battalion of scouts, stationed at Oras. Major Wise, in com- 
mand of another battalion of scouts with headquarters at 
Laoang, patrols the zone north of the Catubig valley. The 
Gandara valley and the west coast are under the jurisdiction 
of Colonel Williams in command of the 21st Infantry. At pres- 
ent seven companies are stationed at Camp Connell. Captain 
Kobbé has recently taken station at Santa Rita with Co. L, 
21st Inf. Capt. Robert W. Rose, with Co. I, is at Magtaon. Lieu- 
tenant Brewer, in command of Co. B, is at Paranes guarding 
the road camps of the Wright-Taft road. Capt. C. E. Hampton, 
with Co. D, is at Gandara. 
volunteer bolo men are assisting the troops in scouting, in giv- 
ing information, and in defending outlying barrios. 

The policy of Governor Curry in this island finds expression 
in his own words as quoted in a recent Manila daily: ‘While 
I was at Magtaon before the fight Papa Pablo, the religious 
and political head of the pulajanes, and Pedro de la Cruz, who 
signs himself as commander of the northern zone, sent me word 
by Otey (the chief of those who agreed to surrender), that they 
would never surrender and that if we want them we will have 
to come and get their dead bodies, for they will never be caught 
alive. Thus these leaders have themselves elected the policy we 
must pursue. They are outlaws, for they have committed rob- 
bery, arson, murder and many other crimes aside from treason 
against the government, and the only course left for us is to 
pursue them until they are caught dead or alive.” 

While it is difficult to obtain definite information as to the 
pulajanes and the cause of their rebellion against authority, it 
appears that they have certain grievances against the people 
of the coast towns, and that their desire is to establish an in- 
dependent government in the interior of Samar, with Papa 
Pablo as the religious and political dictator... According to 
their plans Otey and Pedro de la Cruz are to be the chiefs 
next in rank to Papa Pablo, with the former in command of 
the southern and the latter in command of the northern districts. 
Regarding these men Governor Curry was recently quoted in 
one of the daily papers as follows: ‘‘Otey may be taken as a 
fair example of the pulajane chiefs. I saw him and talked with 
him several times at Magtaon. He has been in the mountains 
fourty-four years, during which time he has visited coast towns 
only four times. He is a tall, muscular, well developed man, 
wild eyed, with his hair long over his shoulders, ignorant (can 
neither read nor write), and in every respect a fanatic savage. 
His men kiss his hand before addressing him, and whi!2 he 
takes his meals they form a circle about him, stand at present 
arms, chanting during the entire meal.”

Mrs. Williams accom- 
panied her husband for a short visit with Mrs. Herman Hall, 
now residing in Iloilo. They returned to Camp Connell last 
Saturday. During the absence of the commanding officer, 
Major G. Palmer was in command of the garrison. Last Sat- 
urday afternoon Mrs. A. Appel returned from a two months’ 
visit to Japan and Manila.

The staff of officers will be 81, which 
‘umber is to be increased to 48 when an admiral flies 
his flag on board, and the crew will be from 650 to 710 in 
iumber. The estimated cost is $8,000,000 for each ship 
constructed in the dockyards, and $9,160,000 for each 
ontract-built ship. 

Successful experiments are being made abroad with 
inegaphones to carry the word of command along the ex- 
tended lines of modern infantry formations. 

When the Panama Canal is finished, Cadiz will be

The British battleship Africa recently carried out an

According to the annual returns of British medical offi- 
cers, the number of recruits inspected during the year 
1904 was 74,346. Of these 23,790, or 338.19. per 1,000, 
were rejected as unfit, and 46,556, or 661.81 per 1,000, 
passed fit for the service. Nine hundred and ninety-two 
of the latter were, however, subsequently discharged as 
unfit for service within three months of enlistment, thus 
making the total number of rejections equal to 24,782, or 
a ratio of 352.29 per 1,000. 

It is averred that polo was played in China during the 
Tang dynasty, about A.D. 600, and the theory is that the 
Chinese learned the game from the conquered Tartars. 
Persians claim that the game originated with them, and 
give dates and descriptions of the game which leave little 
doubt that some form of polo was played in Persia. Per- 
sian women also took part in the matches. 

The enlargement of the Kiel canal, rendered necessary 
by the dimensions of war vessels, will, according to the 
Berliner Tageblatt, apply to the whole canal. It is re- 
ported that the bed will be widened from 60 feet to 1380 
feet, and the width at the surface from 130 feet to 350 
feet. 


3oth the French and the Germans have been testing 
automatic rifles, and the new bullets which each have 
adopted are admittedly stop-gaps until the choice of an 
automatic rifle has been definitely made, when the issue 
will at once be initiated and carried through with the ut- 
most despatch, regardless of the enormous cost which will 
be entailed. It is hoped to obtain a rifle which will min- 
imize something of the fatigue of modern war—some- 
thing of the strain of bringing the rifle up and down the 
great number of times necessitated by the increased am- 
munition expenditure of future battles, with the result- 
ant hurried aiming and inaccurate shooting. 

Germany is reported te have experimented successfully 
with the Sidjelone automatic rifle. There are several 
propositions before the French Council of Ministers. 
One is to transform the present Lebel into a charger- 
loading rifle, which can be done at a cost of only twenty 
franes per rifle, and to arm the greater proportion of the 
infantry with a weapon of the nature of a Mauser, while 
the remainder are given an automatic rifle on the Hotch- 
kiss system, weighing about 17 lb. 10 oz. To compensate 
for this increase in weight the men thus armed would be 
relieved of a considerable portion of their equipment. 

What purports to be the first definite statement of the 
Russian losses in the battle of the Sea of Japan has been 
sent to the London Chrenicle by its Odessa correspond- 
ent. According to this information the Russians lost 191 
officers of all ranks, chaplains and surgeous also reckoned, 
and 4,500 seamen and gunners. The heaviest losses were 
those of the Kniaz Suvcroff, 880; the Navarin, 652; the 
Imperator Alexander TIT., 793; the Borodino, 781; the 
Oslyaba, 600, and the Kamtschatka, 215, 

The automatic Glisenti pistol has been adopted for all 
officers of the Italian army, replacing the 1889 revolver. 
The charger of the new weapon contains eight cartridges. 

According to La France Militaire the latest news re- 
ceived in Algiers from South-West Oran points to the es- 
tablishment of the most neighborly relations between the 
French authorities and the people of Morocco. ‘Trade 
appears to be recovering from the temporary eclipse suf- 
fered from all the disputes as to European control in 
Morocco which were settled at Adgeciras, 

In 1905 there were only 37,500 enlistments for the 
British army to make good a loss of 45,800 men. In 
1901 the depreciation was nearly 23,000, and 72,070 in 
1902, owing to the large number enlisted for the Boer 
war who entered the Reserve. In ease of the militia, 
in 1905, 33,200 entered and 34,600 left. In the Imperial 
Yeomanry and Volunteers 53,900 entered, while 58,700 
left. 

Close upon 2,500,000 firearms are manufactured at 
Liége annually. All of these weapons are tested at the 
Governnent Proof House, irrespective of their quality or 
value. 
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Switzerl: 7 woeld tole to preserve ro aveuelity | in the 
event of the outbreak of war between France and Ger- 
many. Colonel Fisch declares that Switzerland would. 
not await any declaration as to respecting her neutrality, 
but that the Swiss army would be at once mobilized, and 
strong bodies of troops held in readiness on the western 
frontier. Fisch has been dismissed the service owing, 
it is said, to representations from the French Govern- 
ment, but the military authorities of the republic now 
propose to take steps for the better protection of the 
western frontier, which has long been quite inadequately 
defended from any such violation of territory as that ,in- 
dicated by Colonel Fisch, 

With an area of 190,050 square miles, Continental 
Spain has a population of eighteen to nineteen millions, 
and every Spaniard of nineteen years of age is liable for 
three yvedrs’ service in the active army, then three years 
in the first active reserve, and six years in the second re- 
serve.

The whole reason for that 
was that the far-reaching rifle had such a deadly effect 
that at 2,000 yards nobody could be safe for a minute. 
It was because he had seen those altered conditions and 
knew how essential it was that soldiers of the present 
day should be able to shoot with skill and should have 
such confidence in their rifles as to enable them to hold 
on to positions, no matter what odds might be against 
them, that he was doing all he could to get the country 
to understand the necessity of all able-bodied men being 
taught to shoot with a rifle and a little military drill. 

On the question of economy, M. Pichon, a member of 
the French Senate, who has devoted much attention to 
the turbine question, recently gave the following figures 
for two steamers belonging to the English Midland 
Railway. The two vessels were the Antrim, having 
vertical triple expansion engines, and the Manxman, 
fitted with turbines. At 20 knots it was found that the 
efficiency of the latter to the former was as 114.5 to 100. 
At 14 knots they .were equal, while below this figure the 
Antrim showed the greater economy in coal consumption. 
It follows that while vertical engines may still be found 
to suffice for vessels of moderate speed, the superiority of 
the turbine for boats of 20 knots and upwards is incon- 
testable. The turbine has other advantages; a much 
smaller engine-room staff is necessary in the case of tur- 
bine engines, Le Yacht deplores that France has per- 
mitted herself to fall so far behind in the race, but an- 
nounces that the Minister of Marine has appointed a 
committee of naval officers and marine engineers to in- 
vestigate the whole question of turbines in England. 

It is said that during the siege of Ladysmith the as- 
saulting column, advancing in thick darkness, climbed 
up an almost precipitous wall and were once or twice 
faintly challenged, till a Boer at last recognizing them 
suddenly shouted to the sentry to fire on the verdomde 
rooineks! As the crest was gained the fire broke out. A 
few of the attackers began to reply. But they were 
stopped, and the voice of the commanding officer was 
heard to give the order, “Fix bayonets!” That there 
were no bayonets did not matter. The men, taking up 
the cry, rushed on the Boer gunners, who fled at the 
thought of the cold steel. 


During some maneuvers held in connection with the 
recent training of the Essex Imperial Yeomanry, at Clac- 
ton, England, a telegram was received stating that the 
Prime Minister, represented by Major L. Pelly, had beeu 
captured by the enemy, and was being conveyed to the 
coast for shipment to the Continent. The Yeomanry was 


sent out in sections to prevent this. One section came 
upon an innocent-looking furniture van moving slowly 
along the high road, and was about to pass it by, when 
something in the appearance of the driver struck the offi- 
cer in charge. He called a halt, the van was surround- 
ed, and the driver interrogated. He proved to be a Lan- 
cer in disguise, and inside the van was found the “gagged 
and bound Prime Minister,” who expressed his satisfac- 
tion at his narrow escape from being smuggled out of 
England. 

At a meeting of the British Royal Commission ap- 
pointed last June to inquire into the South African war- 
stores scandal, Sir George Goldie, one of the members, 
pointed out that certain contractors, starting without 
capital, had made profits amounting to $600,000 on pur- 
chases amounting to $1,150,000. Testimony was given 
to the effect that army officers sold twenty thousand cases 
of canned meats, including the Armor brand, Helmet 
brand and Mitchell’s brand, to a contractor for two cents 
a pound. The contractor complained that the meats were 
bad and returned the cases, The officer, who sold the 
canned meats testified that he subsequently ordered the 
“filth to be dumped into the sea,” and much of it after- 
ward floated ashore and was picked up by Kaffirs, who 
ate it, with the result that a number of them died of 
ptomaine poisoning. 

Lord Robert Cecil would be glad to see a wholly differ- 
ent system of army organization, under which the Brit- 
ish soldier would be treated as an employer treats his ar- 
tisans, allowed to live at home, and come every day to the 
military center of his work, and Lord Roberts declares 
that there is nothing so repugnant to the average Briton 
as being perpetually under discipline, The British sol- 
dier dines, as a rule, in the room in which he sleeps. In 
France, where the accommodation for the soldier, except 
in a few of the newest barracks, is 100 years behind the 
age, it has been found possible to provide separate din- 
ing-rooms. In Russia, and Finland, where money is not 
plentiful, the same has been provided. 

According to the Cologne Gazette, the two main steel 
works belonging to the firm of Krupp at Essen employ 
six steam dynamos, generating 605 kilowatts continuous 
current at 110 volts, nine steam dynamos for continuous 
current at 550 volts, together equal to 5,050 kilowatts, 
and two turbo-dynamos for alternating current at 5,000 
volts, equal to 3,200 kilowatts. The total length of ea- 
bles for the distribution of current for light and power 
amounts to nearly forty-six miles. There are in all 950 
motors employed in the steel works, equivalent to 16,000 
horsepower, 1,750 are lamps and 15,500 incandescent 
lamps. 

The Italian government has now definitely decided 
upon the re-armament of the artillery. The commission 
appointed to conduct the experiments came to the conclu- 
sion that the increased mobility and facility of maneu- 
ver of the steel 73-mm. 9-f. gun were not sufficient to 
make up for its loss of power as compared with the 
7omm., and has unanimously recommended the adoption 
of the latter weapon. The Minister of War has therefore 
placed an order with Krupp for the delivery before Oc- 
tober of a battery of guns of the model chosen, when the 
construction of these weapons will be at once taken in 
hand in Italy on a large scale, both public arsenals and 
private works being used to replace the present 87-mm. 
bronze gun, model 1880-98. The steel guns of 75 mm., 
with which some few batteries are already armed, are to 
he altered in accordance with the new model, so that the 
whole of the Italian artitlery will be armed with a field- 
gun of the very latest design, and admitting of the em- 
ployment of the same ammunition throughout the artil- 
lery.
